The Enraged Sister of the Assaulted Girl 
Went Out With a Revolver to Look for 
Phippe—He Fied From Her, but Was 
Held by a Crowd Until She Came Up 
and Shot Him-—Wild Goenes Follow— 
Mre- Lovett’s Arrest—Statements of 
Phipps and of the Prisoner—Phipps’ 
Oondition.

William Phipps, who was yesterday ac- 
quittec in the Criminal Court, where he 
Was arraigned onu charge of criminally as- 
Saulting Frances Mahoney, was last evening 
shot and dangerously wounded by Mrs. Mar- 
garet Lovett,a sister of the girl he is al- 
leged to have outraged. 

The shooting occurred on Broadway on the 
sidewalk directly in front of George Shaffer's 
pictureframe store, 1885 South Broadway. 
Frances Mahoney, the girl outraged, and her 
sister, Mrs. Lovett, bad seen Phipps and haa 
chased himuntil he was stopped by some 
pedestrians, who held him until his pur- 
suers came up. The enraged women ex- 
changed a few words with him and 

made a break to

escape from his captors, Mrs. 

Ievett drew a revolver and ieveling 
it directly at his head pulled the trigger. The 
bullet entered Phipps’ neck sometwo and 
One-half inches behind hisright ear, and is 
presumably lodged in the muscles of his 
neck. 

The Weapon used was asmall one and to 
this alone Phipps owes the factthat he is 
St'lialive. Tad it been of larger caliber and 
greater carrying power the bullet would 
almost certainly have ended his existence. 
As ttis, be has, inthe opinion of the physi- 
clans, not much more than an even chance 
forlife. Youth and vigor are on his side and 
Unless complications arise he will soon be 
Well again, but with wounds of the kind he 
suffers from, complications are common and 
frequently result in death. Phipps may yet 
bave to soon answer toa higher tribunal 
thanthe st. Louis Criminal Court for the 
Crime of which he was accused. 

HELD CLOSE TO HIS HEAD. 

The shooting occurred at exaetly 7:40 
o’clock. Mrs. Lovettclaims that she heard 
that Phipps v.as hounding her sister, calling 
her foul names and following her around on 
the streets. Arming herself with a small 
revolver which she had owned fora long 
time she started out with the avowed inten- 
tion of killing Phipps should she see him, 
Her sister Frances,the girl who was asaulted, 
accompanied her. They met Phipps on 
Broadway, about fifty feet north of the spot 
where the shooting took place. Mrs. Lovett 
pulled out the revolver then and holding it 
at bis head tried to maxe him acknowledge

City Hospital, where he was taken in the 
ambulance, which haa been hastily summoned 
by telephone. 

RIVAL LYNCHING PARTIES. 

The streets were packed with people at the 
time the shooting occurred and in a few mo- 
ments a crowd of over 1,000 people had as- 
sembiled on the spot. 

The mob was divided in a peculiar manner. 
While one portion, composed of people liv- 
ing In the neighborhood who were thoroughly 
acquaintea with the history of the assault 
and the trial and who sympathized with the 
girl assaulted, yelled for the blood of the 
wounded man, the other half who had wit- 
nessed the assault and shooting attempted 
to wreak summary vengeance upon the 
woman who hada done the shooting. 

In the physician’s office Phipps presented 
a pitiable appearance. With biood pouring 
from the wound tn his neck, he sat in a chair, 
and, as the doctor bandaged his wound, 
begged that he be protected from the ven- 
geance of the mob outside. The mob 
crowded into the doorway leading to the Coc- 
tor’s office and uttered loud threats against 
the safety of the wounded man inside. 
Phippstrembied in terror as he heard their 
cries. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Lovett fared even worse. 
A& soon as she fired the shot, the men who 
had captured Phipps and held him until she 
came upand shot him, immediately turned 
upon her and tried todisarm her. She re- 
sisted them and putupa gailant fight, the 
marks of which they will probably bear for 
Some time to come. Others, however, saw 
the shot, and lookec upon the assault asa 
cold-blooded attempt to commit murder. 
Hastily they closedin upon her and rained 
blow upon blowonher unprotected head. 
The only thing which protected her from 
serious injury was the density of the crowd 
which surrounded her. The woman was 
almost trodden under foot when Officer 
Byrns of the Second District reached 
her side and placea her under 
arrest. Had he been a moment 
later she would in all probability have been 
trodden under footand the life crushed out 
ofher. Drawing his revolver he thrust it in 
the faces of her nearest assailants and 
forced them to fall back. 

A TERRIBLE STRUGGLE, 

**Lynch her! Lynch the cop! Get some 
bricks, kill them!** were the cries of{the 
crowd as the officer attempted to lead 
the woman to the station. Again and 
again on his way the crowd tried to 
close in upon him and take his prisoner 
away from him. Again and again blows 
were rained upon the officer and the woman 
from every side. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that he at last took her to the Sou- 
lard Street Station, only a few blocks away, 
and lodged her safely in acell. The mob 
even surged into the station-hovse and con- 
tinued their cries of ‘‘Lynch her!’’ after she 
had been locked up ina cell. 

Her dress wastorninf dozen places and 
both sheand the officer were badly brutsed 
about the head, faceand body. It was with 
aimiculty that the station was cleared and 
the crowd lingered long outside still mutter- 
ing threats and discussing the probabilities 
of success in case of an attack on the station- 
house. 

MRS. LOVETT’S STATEMENT. 
seen fjabout half an 
atter the shooting Mrs. Lovett 
was still very muchg excited, 
though able totell a connected story of the 
affair. Her limbs were still trembling in the 
effort she madéto suppress her emotion and 
she spoke like a woman almost on the verge 
of hysterla. She willingly and to all ap- 
pearance frankly told all she recollected of 
the affair from beginning to end and had no 
apologies Ao offer for what she had 
done. That she sincerelv believed that 
the honor of her sister had been violated 
was most evident and she rather gloried in 
the fact that she was the one who had tried 
to vindicate and avengeher. Her one re- 
gret seemed to be that she had not made the 
attempt the evening the assault alleged was 
committed, 

‘*] met Phipps on Broadway, between Rut- 
ger and Merchant streets,’’ she com- 
menced, ‘*My mother had aé- short 
time previously sent Frances to 
make some purchases at the corner 
grocery store. She tells me that as she came 
out ofthe store Phipps and a companion 
named Frank Lambert, who was accused 
jointly with him in committing the assault, 
were standing outside the door. She did not 
see them at first but her attention was drawn 
tothem by Lambert saying: ‘There she is,’ 
and to this remark Phipps, she said, 
made anwser: ‘Yes, there is the —.’ 
Frances was nettled, and turning on 
them said: ‘Yes, lam here, and you are the 
man who ruined me.’ She was mad, and as 
they moved off started to follow them. Both

‘of them walked smartiy away, but as they 


went Phipps kept looking back at herand 
celling her vile names, She ran at them, 
but they got away from her. This was the 
third time that Gay that they 
had annoyed her In the same 
manner, Phipps, I hear, bad been 
hanging around all day and had 
threatened in the hearing of several people 
to ‘géteven with her.’ My father heard of 
this and started out to look for him, but I 
suppose failed to meet him. 

‘*Frances came home and a crowd who had 
been attracted by their quarrel followed her. 
I was at the window calling my 
little boy into the house. I saw 
the crowd and asked the meaning of 
it. Then for the first time I heard that 
Phipps had been following my sister and 
threatening to get even. I was mad and 
said, ‘hold on, if Phipps comes in my way 
I'll get even.’ ltook a small revolver from 
my drawer, where I had kept it for some 
time, and started out with Frances to look 
for him, I intended to kill him if I saw 


him. 
‘*We went up Broadway, and when we got 


near Rutger street I saw Phipps. I called to 
him, but he started torun. I called to some 
men tostop him and they did so. Phipps 
said; ‘Look out, she’s got a gun,’ and I came 
uptohim and said, ‘You know you ruined 
Frances and that you only got out of jail yes- 
terday;isthis not enough for you that you 
bave to hang around to get even with 
Frances? Now I'll get even with you.’ Then 
I pulled the gun and shot him, Alli Know after 
tnat is that the crowd caught hold of me and 
wanted tokill me. Iwas very badly Deaten 
}and my clothes almost torn from my body.’’ 
Mrs. Lovett’s husband was with her and 
talked encouragingly about her probable 
release om bond before midnight. Some 
friends, he said, had gone out to Judge

made to probe for the bullet, for from its 
Probable position it was deemed safest 
to allow it to rest ‘where it 
is, It! «may become encysted in 
the muscles of the neck and no sérious con- 
sequences will resait. On the other hand, 
infammation may set in or the bullet may 
work its way to tne front and interfere with 
the vocalorgans. In eltner cAse disastrous 
if not fatal results may follow. Great hopes 
are entertained because of the small size of 
the missile. An hour after the shooting he 
was resting easily. His account of the occur- 
rence differs materially from that of Mrs- 
Lovett, 

PHIPPS SEEN AT THE HOSPITAL. 

‘I was walking dowh Broadway with 
Frank Lambert,’’ be said, ‘‘when I was all 
at once confronted by Frances Mahoney and 
Mrs. Lovett. The first thing she did was to 
shove a@ gun under my nose and say 
‘You ruined Frances, plead guilty.” I looked 
herin the face and said: ‘I didn’t do the 
trick and Iain’t going to say I dia.’ She said 
thatI didand I denied it again; then she 
lowered the gun fora momentgand I broke 
awayandran. She followed me yelling for 
someone to stop me. Two young fellows 
stopped me and would not lHsten to 
what I had to say. I told them tlfat 
the woman following me had a 
gun but they did not believe me, I guess 
they thought I had gtolen something from 
her. Anyway she came up and grabbed me 
on one side while Frances grabbed me on the 
other. Mrs. Lovett said, ‘Come with me’ 
and Itold herlI would go anywhere with her 
except to her home. We walked down Broad- 
way and she started to holler 
‘Watch! Watch! Police!!’ | was -afraid I 
was going to be shot and wanted to seea 
policeman as badly as any one,in fact I 
asked some of the crowd to go for an officer. 
Then lL tried to get away, and she drew a pis- 
toland fired. Iran away and had gone about 
50 yards, when some one Knocked me down 
and stunned me. Then they carried me to 
the doctor’s office. While lwason the floor 
some one kicked me, and they wanted to kill 
me.’’ 

Phipps’ face bore traces of the rough usage 
he had received. He was bruised and cut In 
more than one place. As he talked he reiter- 
ated the statement again and again that he 
‘dia not do that trick,’’ referring to the as- 
sault of which. he was accused. 

After Mrs. Lovett fired the shot,which took 
effect in his netk, he claims that Frances 
Mahoney seized his hand and said, **Run 
Will, run!’’ She also, he claims, kept hold 
of bis hand and ran with him untli he was 
knocked down. 

FRANCES MAHONEY’S DISAPPEARANCE. 

A pecullar feature.,of the case was the dis- 
appearance of FrancesMahoney shortly after 
the shooting. When she ran up Broadway 
with or after Phipps and saw bim knocked 
down, she issaid to have fallen in a faint. 
Bystanders carried her into a saloon 
near by where she was received 
and left in company with a 
girlandtwo boys. This was the last seen of 
her. At her parénts’ home, 1211 South Third 
street, sh had not put in an appearance 
up to 1 o'clock this morning. At 
that hour her brother was out 
searching for her, but had falled, to find any 
trace of her. Great fears arse entertained by 
her relatives as to her safety, and they had 
no reasonable theory to account for her ab- 


sence. 
THE ASSAULT. 

The assault on, Frances Mahoney occurred 
on the evening of Oct. 19, 1898, about 7 
o’clock on the second floor of house No, 1208 
South Third street. She alleges that 
as she was on her way home 
from her sister’s who roomed on the 
third floor of the above mentioned house 
she was accosted on the steps of the second 
floor by William Phipps and another young 
man. Phipps slapped her on the back, she 
claimed, and said: ‘*Howare you, Frances?’’ 
At the eame Instant the tamp in the hall was 
extinguished and, she alleges, a cloth was 
thrown over her face and she was dragged 
to the vacant rooms on that floor which had 
been occupled by the Lambert family. 

After being thrown on the floor 
she claims that she remembered noth- 
ing more untii three hours later, when she 
was taken home by her father. Mr. Mahoney 
was sitting on the steps of his house across 
the street about 9:30 that same evening when 
Miss Bridget Rider who was talking to him 
said she heard sme one groapingin the 
house occupied by Mrs. Lovett. 

Mr. Mahoney went over to investigate and 
was horrified to find hig young daughter 
in a vacant room on the second 
floor lying in a semi-conscious 
condition, her clothing bloody, torn and dis- 
arranged. She told her father the above 
story, and soon after Phipps and a 19-year- 
old boy, Frank Lambert, were arrested on 
suspicion. Lambert was released as the girl 
failed to connect him with thecrime, but 
Phipps was held as shewmaintained that he 
was one of the two who had assaulted her. 

At the station, upon being searched, two 
love ietters alleged to have been written by 
Frances to Phipps were found in his pocket. 

Dr. McElwee who was calied in to attend 
the girlsaid that there was chloroform on 
the cloth which had been tied over Miss Ma- 
honey’s face. 

PHIPPS’ TRIAL. 

Phipps was indicted and placetl on trial 
Mast Thursday,the jury returning a verdict of 
acquittal at5 p. m. on Friday. 

Phipps’ parents lived at 1215 South Third 


street untila few days before the assault, 
when they removed to 1208 South Toird 
street ana occupied rooms, into one of which 
the girl was dragged. The family only re- 
mained in the rooms one day, when they 
went to Illinois, leaving the day before 
the assault. the Phipps boy remained 
in St. Louis. The girl Frances testified that 
as she reached the last step on the second 
floor, coming from her room, she was caught 
by botharms. She screamed, and a voice 
which she stated that she recognized as 
Phipps, said: ‘*Frances, Gon’t holler.’’ 
A Heht which was burning ine the 
hallwent out atthis moment. A cloth was 
placea over her mouth and nose and she 
stated that she remembered nothing more 
untilshe came to her senses and found her- 
self iying in the vacant room with a 
gong in her mouth, tled with a  band.- 
age around her head. It seems a 
outhful courtship had existed between 
‘rances and the Phipps boy, and she admit- 
ted the authorship of some love ietters which 
she nad written to him, 

Dr. McElwee of 215 South Jefferson avenue 
who attended the girl testified to her injuries. 
He sald that without letting her 
know what he was doing that he saturated 
a piece of cloth with chloroform and gave it 
to hertosmell,and shesaid it smelled ex- 
actly like the cloth which was placed over 
her mouth. Expert testimony was submit- 
ted as to the effects of chloroform. While it 
was admitted that it takes from ten to 
Ofteen minutes for chloroform to act 
it was also testifed to that ‘to administer 
chloroform to a woman suffering of tright 
was likely to cause her to faint. Phipps’ de- 
fense was an alibi, One witness, a boy 
named John Shots, testified that he saw 
Phipps in front of the London Theater about 
the time of the assault, which was about 7:15

The ground upon which Phi DS was ac- 
ultted, however, is understood to have been

Itis not known what the form of 
the protest will be, but they express a deter- 
mination to make every effort possibile to 
prevent concurrence in the order issued by 
Judge Dundy in Nebraska.

NAU WAS HIT. 


County Highwaymen Exchange| 
Shots With a Police Officer. 


A Pair of Gloves Probably Saved the 
Patrolman’s Life. 


TWO HOLD-UPS HAD JUST BEEN MADE 
BY THE ROBBERS. 


After Halting and Robbing Gus Bae- 
meister and Brother, the Men Eob 


George Slaughterbach—The Victims | 


Are Farmers and the Robberies Oc- 
curred on the Hal's Ferry Road, Two 
and a Half Miles North of the City— 
The Highwaymen Two Negroes. 


8t. Louls County was the scene of two more 
daring highway robberies last night anda 
ditched battle between the highwaymera and 
the police. The robbers in this Instance were 
two large and powerfully-bDullt negroes, 
armed to the teeth and so desperate that 
they did not hesitate to open fire on the po- 
lice at close range. 

The first of their hold-ups was made at 
about 70’clock, on the Hall’s Ferry road, 
about two and one half miles north of the 
city limits. At that hour Gus Hagmelster 
and his brother, two farmers living fifteen 
miles north of the city, in 
St. Louis County, were driving 
home when two negroes halted them 
and robbed them of all the money and valu- 
ables they had in their possession. 

A SECOND HOLD-UP. 

A few moments later George Slaughter- 
bach, a farmer living eleven miles north of 
the city, was heldup by the same pair of 
negroes in almost the identical spot in which 
the two Hagmeisters were held up’ 
Slaughterbach was also relieved of all the 
money in his possession. Both the Hag- 
meisters and Slaughterbach stopped at the 
house of Louls Kummer, afarmer residing 
eleven miles north of the city on the 
Hall’s Ferry road. Kummer hitched 
up a light spring wagon and drove 
to the city as rapidly as possible by a round- 
about road. In Baden, at Broadway and 
Baden avenue, he met Officers Nau, Lee and 
Cady and gave them information of the rob- 
bery. After a consultation the 
officers decided to separate and 
Officers Cady and Lee took the Wabash Rall- 
road tracks to intercept the negroes, should 
they try to come into the city by that route, 
while Officer Nau dismounted and got into 
Farmer Kummer’s wagon and they 
proc eeded up Broadway. . Arriving 
at HaW’s Ferry end -* reads” 
they found that the farmers had ‘In some 
way got wind of the highwaymen’s depreda- 
tions and were on the look out for suspicious 
characters. 

THE NEGROES OVERTAKEN. ' 

George Wegman,a farmer residing atthe 
intersection of Hall’s Ferry and Tracy roads, 
informed Officer Nau that the 


negroes had gone south on the Church road. 
After a short run on the Church road the ne- 
groes were overtaken and Officer Nau com- 
manded themto halt. For answer both the 
negroes opened freon him and#Kummer in 
the wagon. The highwaymen fired as 1: pidly 
asthey could with their revolvers. UOfficer 
Nau returned thefire and had fired three 
shots when Kummer’s team took fright at 
the firing and ran away. At Officer Nuu’s 
second shot one of the negroes cried out that 
he was hit. Officer Nau was also 
hit in the breast by one of the 
shots fired by the robbers. He had his heavy 
gloves in the breast of his coat and the bullet 
passed through them, but did not penetrate 
to his person. His life was saved by the 
heavy fur gloves, as the men were scarcely 
are than seventy-five feet away during the 
ring. 

Officer Nau found the robber’s bullet 
lodged in his clothing between the lining of 
bis coat and his gloves. When Kummer re- 

ained control of his team they drove back to 
the scene of the fusillade, but the negroes, 
whether lit or not, had 
and it was useless 
forthem inthe neighborhood, as they un- 
back to the thickly 
populated portion ofthe city as rapidly as 

ssible. The police are Keeping a sharp 
ookout for them and they will probably be 
arrested. 
ANOTHER ASSAULT AND ROBBERY. 

John Murphy, a farmer residing 

at Ferguson station was robbed 


and brutally beaten on Friday 
night while returning to his home from the 
city. Murphy had brought a load of hay to 
st. Louis and was driving home on the 
Bridge road, hen . a 
distance beyona the city limits 
large negro of light color 
climbed on his hay frame without being de- 
tected. He stole forward and struck Murphy 
on the head witha heavy club just as the 
farmer discovered his presence, Murphy fell 
back insensibdle and the negro went through 
bis pockets.

No man can forecast the span of life. The 
composition of the two English political par- 
ties is very peculiar.

are. The Liberais want changes. These 
changes range from nothing to revolution.

Foreigners find it hard to 
gee any difference between the Republican 
and Democratic party; that is because in 
England the political differences are so 
marked and numerous, They have parties 
in England which it is dificult for an Amer- 
fean to conceive of, such asthe Rad- 
iceals, who are dissatisfied with the very 
form of government under which they live.

Labouchere has many admirers, 
but he is not only lackingin dignity, but Is 
also lacking in everything which the En- 
glishmen hold dear. By good judges he is 
regarded as er | entirely outside of the list 
of possible candidates forthe post. It would 
be almost impossible for any leader to make 
acombination tin Parliament which would 
nullify the powerof the Irish vote. Many 
English domestic questions are also pressing 
for solution. Who would be the man who 
could most successfully cope with these? It 
is not licely that the Prime Minister to suc- 
ceed Gladstone would be a‘‘dark horse,’’ 
hitherto unknown, That happens only in the 
United States. In England the Prime Minis- 
ter must bea well known man, a real leader 
whose name is a power. There are many 
such in the Liberal party but to pick out the 
man would now be difficult. Much would 
Gepend on the course of events. 
A PARTY DISASTER. 

In any light, the retirement of Gladstone at 
this time cannot be regarded otherwise than 
as a disaster for the party. Heiseven more 
than @ great man and his party’s pride—he is 


a large part of its capital. His popularity 
has won many elections where programmes 
would have failed. His name aione at times 
has swept the country. There is one thing 
that must not be forgotten in this connection 
—he is likewise a politician. He is practical, 
yet he has infused into his home rule campaign 
theflire andardor of the most gealous en- 
thusiast. In England they say heis bigoted 
on the subject. They say that Parnell, 
though dead, is still his master, and that 
the possible lossof the Irish votes haunts 
him likea nightmare. Between the two ex- 
tremes lies the truth. No one who has 
watched Gladstone’s wordsand acts of re- 
cent years can doubt the sincerity of his 
purpose. It has been plain to the American, 
if not to the English people,that the acc: + m 
lishment of home rule for ireland was the 
one great measure of reform on which he had 
set his heart, that it wasto bethe crowning 
work of bis marvelous career. But here 
entered the question of his health. 


OVER SIXTY YEARS OF SERVIOR. 

The retirement of Gladstone would.take 
from public life one ofthe most notable fia- 
ures inthe world’s history. For sixty-one 
years he has been a factor in the 


political affairs of his country, 
entering Parliament in 1838 He was 
then an uncompromising Tory. In 
Parliament his first speech was a defense of 
Slavery as it existed on his father’s plapta- 
tionin Demerara. He subsequently made a 
speech in defense of the Irish Uhurch, which 
he wasafterwards toso signally disestab- 
lish, and in the following session advocated 
the compulsory subjection of every student 
of the universities to the teaching of the 
Church of Engiand., 

In 1845 Mr. Gladstone first had his attention 
seriously drawn tothe condition of things in 
Ireland, though it was Ove years later before 
he took his station on the advanced ground 
of liberal statesmanship for which he has 
since been distinguished. P 

When Lord Palmerston made his famous 
epeech, laying down the doctrine that Eng- 
land wasa privileged nation, Gladstone re- 
spe ina powerful address, deciaring that 

naland could not arrogate to herself any 
more privileges than those accorded to 
other nations. 


HAD HELD VARIOUS OFFICES. 
Prior to this time Mr. Gladstone had held 
various offices under the Government, the 
most important being Junior Lord of the 
Treasury and Master of the Mint. In 18s he

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THE BATTLE FOR IRELAND. 

The feature of Mr. Gladstone’s last Pre- 
miership has been the determined fight 
made by the aged statesman in favor of home 
rule tn Ireland. After a long battle the

One of the 
singular indications ofthe growing revolt 
against tities and landed aristocracy tn Eng- 
lana is the fact that since the defeat of the 
home rule Dill the dissolving of the Upper 
House of the British Parliament has en 
seriously discussed, and many avle men be- 
lieve that the beginning ofthe end of that 
hide-bound institution has come.

No More Rioting Among the Miners—A 
Shat Down—Labor News. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Feb. 8.—This morn- 
ing the Sheriff’s posse sent out to quell 
the riot came back from Acme.

Deputy Chase, who !s from the Acme 
neighborhood, went to them after -consider- 
able talking and assurance from the officers 
that they would resistevery attempt to ad- 
vance; the miners. determined to give 
up their plan and went down to a 
schoolhouse near by to spend the nignt. Mr. 
Stevens,owner of the Acme mines, sent down 
some barrels of crackerstohim. In about 
an hourthey heard that young Foster, the 
boy shot, was dying, and they became 
alarmed. A committee was sent to Mr. 
Stevensand they told him that if he would 
furnishatrain to take them back to Coal- 
burg and Montgomery they would go at once. 
Stevens agreed and an engine and a number 
of flat cars were furnished and at 2 a. m. they 
Started back, reaching Coalburg by lay- 
light. Realizing that there was no 
more tmmedGiate danger, the officers with the 
exception of Deputy Chase returned. The 
Acme miners are determined to continue 
work at the old price. It is said a large num- 
ber of Montgomery strikers favor golng back 
to work but no decision has been reached. 
Montgomery and Coalburg operators are not 
anxiousto resume, owing to depression in 
prices.

A Deuble Crime That Startled meetiall 


Yesterday Morning. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 8.—A murder and 
suicide in the heart of the city shocked 
Boston at 11 o’clock this forenoon. Carrie

Munger’s Conservatory at No. 2 Park street, 
was shot twice by Walter Johnson, her jilted 
lover. He turned the weapon on himself 
after opening the arteries in his leftarm 
with arazor.

walked up and entered the sameroom. Mrs. 
Munger and two pupils were in a room ad- 
joining when they were startled by the re- 
port ofa revolver. 

Almost simultaneously with the first shot 
they heard Miss Andrewssay: ‘*‘Don’t shoot 
me, Walter, I can’t help it.’ Three more 
shots were heard inrapid succession. The 
police were notified and wereinthe room in 
afew minutes. Hoth Johnston and the vic- 
tiin were dead when the officers entered with 
Mrs. Munger. Mrs. Andrews belongs to a 
good family of Salem. Johnson, Who was a 
salesman of musical instruments, was until 
recently her accepted lover. He once worked 
inan importing house in New York.

BOOKS AND INFLUENC? 

Out of 352 townships in Massachusetts, 
808 have free public libraries. 

No State in the Mississippi Valley can 
make such a showing now, but if Missouri 
cannot make a better in ten years from 
now it will not be because of the di fficul- 
ties of the undertaking. 

Books are cheap—cheaper than anything 
else—and as every good book is the record 
of the best thought of one of the higher 
minds of the world, there is no other form 
of property so well worth owning, so cer- 
tain to pay ample dividends on the invest- 
ment. 

A few hundred’ dollars which could be 
easily raised by anv town or village in the 
State would buy good books enough to lay 
the foundation for a library of incalculable 
possibilities of usefulness. 

Other things being equal, the man who 
has read the most is the better man, be- 
cause he has been oftener in communica- 
tion with the great minds whose work has 
helped the world and pushed it forward. 
And’other things being equal, the State 
which has the most libraries will be the 
most influential and powerful State. 

For many reasons Massachusetts now 
counts in national politics for much more 
than any State in the valley, but among 
all these reasons none are as potent as the 
books Massachusetts has where its voters 
can easily get at them. 


PROGRESSIVE LEGISLATION. 

Recent legislation in many of the States 
indicates a strong and growing sentiment 
in what are known as social as distin- 
tinguished from political questions. In- 
diana, Kansas, Massachusetts, California 
and illinois have wrestled with the facto- 
ries, the hours of labor, the sweatshop 
and other kindred topics. The legislation 
in these States is designed to protect the 
workingmen from the tyranny of selfish 
or short-sighted employers and afford some 
relief to the overworked and underpaid. 

In some other States attempts have been 
made to curbthe power of corporations 
either by direct hostile legislation or by 
the exercise of the taxing power. Tele- 
phone companies are now taxed in some 
States both on their franchises and their 
property, while licenses are exacted of 
other public companies of similar charac- 
ter. This subject is still in a raw state, 
and it will be many years before the nature 
of corporate franchises is well understood, 
But there are signs without number that 
the people are studying, and Legislatures 
are quick to see the drift. 

Social legislation must come from the 
States rather than from the Government 
at Washington, which is forbidden by the 
Constitution to deal with many, if not 
most of the really vital questions. These 
must be worked out by the more direct 
agency of the local Governments, which 
are more amenable to popular control and 
more in touch with public sentiment. 
There must be a radical reform of corpor- 
ation law, tax systems and ail other mat- 
ters which have to do with economic con- 
ditions and the distribution of wealth. 
And fortunately the States, which are 
most competent, must begin the work. 

If we are to have a settlement of the 
‘social question’’ we can get it soonest by 
the competition of forty-four communities 
all experimenting in the same direction. 
It has been said that the State which first 
discovers and adopts a rational plan of tax- 
ation will, by such a policy, be enabled to 
take the lead industrially and commer- 
cially, and compel all the others to follow 
or lose trede, wealth and population.

What one generation calls superstition 
is merely the play of the scientific imagi- 
nation of preceding generations.

Imagination always leads knowledge, 
and there could be no discovery without: 
it. All the interesting stories of gods 
and goddesses which now pass as the 
poetry of the ancients, were really their 
scientific theories of the origin and gov- 
ernment of the universe. 

At such theories as these our scientists 
laugh and call them wholly fabulous, 
‘*mere superstitions.’’ But how are we 
to know thatthe scientific imagination of 
our own time is not producing theories 
that will be poetry or ‘‘mere super- 
stition’’ to our aftercomers? 

There seems to be a fair prospect of it at 
any rate. Weare soberly told by a large 
and highly respectable school of scientists 
that all matter consists of mere centers of 
force—‘* whorls” of nothing at all in very 
rapid motion. Under this theory each 
atom is the center of a whorland is made 
up of force congested by the rapidity of 
the vortex created by its own motion. 

Now we learn from an English publica- 
tion tbat these hypothetical atoms are 
really alive and that electricity, magnet- 
ism and terrestrial attraction are merely 
qualities of their vitality. 

It is all very interesting, but until men 
get rid of their imaginations no amount of 
science is likely to free them from what 
some who think they know more than thé 
rest are pleased tocall their superstitions.

A POET'S VARITY. 


Perhaps the late Walt Whitman was as 
free from the vanity of ostentation as any 
man who ever wrote poetry. He was 
seemingly as free at any rate. He wore 
his hairand beard in disorder and was 
careless in his dress to an extreme that 
could not fail to be noticed. 

He lived in the simplest way during his 
entire lifeand his last years were often 
bare even of comfort. His admirers, see- 
ing him in what appeared to be dire ex- 
tremities of poverty, raised more than one 
sum of money for his benefit. THz NEW 
YorkE WORLD, among other friends of his, 
came to his assistance, and it was a coin- 
fort to all concerned to think that enough 
had been done to make his Jast years more 
endurable. 

Was it possible that what passed for an 
entire lack of ostentation in Whitman was 
merely another form of it? Whenthecynic 
who wore rags and lived in a tub, danced 
on the Brussels carpet of the philosopher 
who wore good clothes, it was said that he 
did it with a greater pride than that of 
Plato, and Whitman may have been some- 
thing ofa Diogenes.in this respect as he 
was in some others. 

When his housekeeper sued his estate for 
services she got little sympathy, but at 
the trial of the case during the past week, 
the jury gave hera verdict, because it ap- 
peardd from the evidence that the Good 
Gray Poet, while living on little or noth- 
ing, had spent $4,000 fora mausoleum to 
perpetuate his memory after death. 

Ifitis true, as was formerly believed, 
that in the Hereafter we are all to be hung 
up where the wind can blow through us 
until we are thoroughly renovated, the 
last fault that will be blown out of a 
good many of us is vanity of one kind or 
another. 


WHEN THE MILLENIUM COMES. 


For hundreds of years it was thought 
im possible to maintain religion without the 
use of coercion. Even the most advanced 
thinkers of the time hesitated to assert 
that people would support churches with- 
out being compelled to do so by law and 
the police, 

When religion was disestablished in the 
United States, when American statesmen 
declared that the power of the State should 
never be used to coerce any one into sup- 
porting any religion, it was the boldest 
experiment that had been tried in a thous- 
and years. 

It succeeded perfectly. Asa result of 
purely voluntary co-operation it is proba- 
ble that more churches have been built in 
America in the last fifty years than have 
been built in all Europe in any century 
since America was discovered. 

But while we can trust the safety of our 
souls to voluntary co-operation, all of us 
believe that the millenium will have £0 
come before voluntary co-operation can be 
relied on when itis a question of collect- 
ing taxes for the purposes of civil govern- 
ment. 

Still it is well to demonstrate occasion- 


ally what voluntary co-operation will be 
able to accomplish when the millenium.

In the effete monarchies of Europe visit- 
ing royal persons may commit any crime, 
even to murder, without being subject to 
any sort of’ punishment,save the prickings 
of conscience, it being deemed inhospit- 
able to apply the laws to such visitors. 

It might be supposed that in enlightened 
England this barbarism would not be tol- 
erated, but Great Britain’s Supreme Court 
of Appeal, greatly to the wronging ofa 
charming single lady, has just declared 
that itis ‘‘contrary to the provisions of 
international law and to the comity of 
nations to attempt to subject a sovereign 
prince, who happens tobe in the country 
either asa resident or a visitor, to the 
jurisdiction of the local laws and to the 
penalties of the law of the land.’’

The question is now raised as to how 
such persons as the Sultan of Johore would 
be treated were they to commit crimes or 
breaches of promise in the United States, 
where mobs are occasionally known to rise 
up and punish offenders not promptly 
reached by the law. The old European 
precedents would be worth nothing here. 
Under the screaming eagle foreigners must 
take their chances with the rest of us. 
Our courts could be no respecters of per- 
sons not appearing as corporations, and it 
would be very unpleasant for such people 
to fall into the clutches of the law as 
criminals. It might be well for our gaudy 
Ambassadors to whisper something of this 
kind to royal persons about to depart for 
our shores,that there may be no misunder- 
standings over here.

We 
belleve those good old days are returning 
with the honorable men we have now elected 
to the most responsjble positions held under 
our American figg. Our children, the future 
men and women: of our country, need the 
most careful training morally as well as 
mentally that can be given them, 

Mr. Grawe has well said and truthfully 
saia that’ many of the teachers on the list 
ought to be dropped. Parents have Deen 
complaining for years about the progress of 
their children. We have too few excellent 
teachers . our schools to lose one from the 
number, sift the schools of the unqualified 
teachers. They are wasting our children’s 
precious time; we will es ge about the 
money being wasted. e tax-payers are 
willing to pay for the best talent at the 
board’s command, married or single, Jew or 
Gentile. Give us the best moral and mental 
talent you can secure for our schools, 

Those married teachers have been brought 

humiliated, insuited, 
desperately wronged, 

they now be subjected to 
greater humiliation by going 
on the list as third assistants or beginners 
among thetr former associates, to be scoffed 
atandridiculed? Many wrongs were perpe- 
trated in our schools between 1884 and 1892. 
Old teachers, marked for promotion, year

The English 
friends of De Mello and da Gama, it has been 
asserted andjre-asserted, have not only given 
rifles, powder and balis to the insurgent 
sailors, Dut have gone so far as to attempt to 
supply them with dynamite. Peixoto and 
bis advisers have fora long period felt a 
@ooad deal ofangwer onthis point, and the 
Brazilian 6s who favor the governmentcannot 
be persuaded that the explosion some 
time aco inthe harbor, by which a party of 
Enwlish sallore were killed was not due tothe 
fact that these sallors were just then en- 
gaged in manufacturing dynamite for the 
rebel navy, and they insist that the explo- 
sion was caused by an order from Pelxoto to 
throw a shell into the midst of the dynamite 
manufacturers and put an end to their at- 
tempt to aid the insurgents. 

The boat captured by Peixoto’s men is the 
lug Cardiff. Sheisthe property of an Eng 
lishcoal company. Shesailed from Cardiff 
on Nov. 2, touched at St. Vincent Nov. 2: 
and arrived here some days ago, 
was loaded with coal which 
promptly proceeded to discharge and 
has since remained in the 
harbor. Shortly after she left the wharf, at 
which she had been loading with a cargo 
about which her men werereticentshe was 
overhauled by one of Pelxoto’ boats. Witn 
some reluctance her Captain obeyed the 
order, and the Brazilian offictals promptly 
went aboard déspite the vigorous protest of 
ber Captain, The Cardiff it was then 
found was taking the dynamite to 
the insurgent war ship Trajano which 
isiying just outside the entrance to the 
bay. informing ber Captain that he hat 
been detected in the act of smuggling the ex- 
piosive aboard a vessel belonging to the ene- 
mies of the Government, the Bragilian 
officials compelled him to return to the 
wharf, where the aynamite was 
taken ashore and put in posses- 
sion of those loyal to the Peluoto Gov- 
ernment. The matter is reported by 
the Captain of the Cardiff to the 
British office, but nothing so far has been 
done, eqcept the accepting of the captain’s 
Statements and Peixoto’s reasons for mak- 
ingthe seizure to the home government. 
The action of Great Britain over this incl- 
dent is awaited with a good deal of interest 
and anxiety. 

The English residents here are disposed to 

condemn Peixoto and to grow indignant over 
what they term the vutrageous treatment of 
the Oardiff’s captain. But in all quarters 
Peixoto is considered to have been fully jus- 
tified in doing what he aid. Outside of the 
English colony Great Uritain’s pretense 
about observing a neutrality between the 
bDelligerents receives but little credence, and 
peopie cannot imagine how she will be abie 
to explain such a breach of faith with Peix- 
oto. 
It is believed here that the rebel war ship 
Republica is hovering around the coast near 
Santa Crug, and that she willina very short 
timetry to land troops. These troops are in- 
tended to march against Nictheroy, and join 
in a combined attack with the naval feet 
upon that city. 

Admiral da Gama has again asked the 
Foreign Ministers in Rio to recognize the in- 
surgents as belligerents. They have, how- 
ever, up to the time of sending this dispatch, 
made no reply to his message. 

From the south reports of further fighting 
continue to be received. Advices tothe 
Associated Press about the activity of the in- 
surgents in Sao Paulo are confirmed. 

News has just been received here ofa battle 
at (uritipa, a manufacturing town 108 miles 
weat of Paranua, and situated on the left 
bank of the Ouritiba River. It was fiercely 
fovght and its result was a long time in 
doubt. . 

At first the government troops seemed to 
have the advantage, but the insurgents,

THE BALL-ROOM.

REMEDY PROPOSED. 


Auswers of Congr«ssmen to a Wealthy 
Coal Operator’s Letters. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb, 8.—J. B. Corey, a 
wealthy coal operator of Pittsburg and a 
polit ical economist of some local distinction, 
recently wrote letters to President Cleveland 
and members of both houses of Congress 
proposing as a remedy for the ex- 
isting depression of business a reduc- 
tion of salaries of all government off- 


Clalsfrom the Chief Executive down. He 
has received many responses, but no one has 
yet shown a willingness to go on record as 
the sponsor of the peculiar kind of economic 
government advocated by Mr. Dorey. Among 
the replies are the following: 

Congressman Reed’s reply was character- 
istic. He simply said: ‘*Your conimupica- 
tion to hand Jan. 10. It seems tome rather 
cheeky to asK a man to reduce his own 
salary.’’ 

Senator Sherman raiseathe point of con- 
stitutionality. He aid not think the salary 
ofa Government official could be legally re- 
duced after the official had taken his office. 

Mr. Springer coincided with Senator Sher- 
man as to the constitutionality of reducing 
salaries after a term of office had begun. 

Mr. Wilson thought the remeay for the 
hard times lay inthe révision of the tariff 
laws. He did not see that the proposition 
would better the condition of affairs so long 
as the McKinley bill remained on the stat- 
utes. 

Secretary Carlisie did not touch on the 
question at issue, ut suggested the issue of 
Government bonds as the proper prescrip- 
tion for the present national disease. 

Congressman Johnston did not agree with 
Mr. Corey’s doctrines. He thought the 
Single tax theory and a reduction of the 
number of office- holders—not salaries—would 
solve the probiem of national economy, pro- 
Meg y sweeping reductions were made in the 
tarill. 


Farming in France. 


The report of the Secretary of the EKnglish 
Legation in Paris has just been submitted to 
Parliament. It appears from the report that 
no less than 14,000,000 of the inhabitants of 
France, i.e,.,three-fourths of the agricultural 
population, are occupied in small farming. 


There are 4,802,697 farms of twenty acres or 
under, which cover an- area o 24,900,214 
acres, Or one-fourth of thetotalof the lang 
capable of cultivation. Butter, eggs, chick- 
ens, grain, vegetables. fruit, milk, cheese, 
and in a certain degree cattle, sheep and plas 
are the products they rely upon. Sheep and, 
if we excepta few calves, cattle, otherwise 
than for the dairy, are clearly not suited for 
production on sucn small farms. Grain also 
may beat an economic disadvantage, but 
everything else here enumerated would be 
suitable for small holders in England. 

Producers in France suffer, as dothose of 
England, from middlemen and heavy transit 
charges, orarticles of commerce which are 
only worth froms tol0cents each inp Finis- 
tere are sold, in Paristhe following day for 
60 cents; the difference is swallowed up by 
the raliways, the brokers and the retail mer.- 
chants. The transport system from Finistere 
to London via St. Malois also unsatisfactory, 
both as regardscost and speed, and atten- 
tion Is being directed towards establishing a 
direct trade with Manchester. In Normandy, 
however, producers are better treated, as 
they realize three-fourths of the price paid 
by consumers. In some parts of Brittany 
they do well, but in others they only get one- 
fourth. The system of association for the 
mutual protection of agricultural tntgrests is 
making great strides. 


Terrapin Farming. 


Terrapin farming isan undeveloped indus- 
try, but susceptible of yielding good returns, 
Over $1,500,000 worth of dilamond-bDack terra- 
pin are taken out of the Chesapeake Bay and 


ite tributaries every year. As the price aver- 
ages $30 a dozen, this represents 600,000 terra- 
pinannually. During the season 600 men are 
engaged in catching them. Intwo or three 
places along the Chesapeake terrapinof the 
precious diamond-back variety are hatched 
and reared in ‘‘crawls.’’ Such a ‘*crawl’’ is 
simply an inclosure through which the tides 
ebv and flow. The bottom its of mud and 

rass, and there isa convenient sand ban« 
or the mother turtles to lay their eggs in. At 
breeding time the turtle scratches a shallow 
hole in the sand and deposits from eight to 
twenty eggs, which she covers up, and then 
goes back to the water. 

Lest gulls and crows should scratch the 
eggs Up andeat them, nets are sometimes 
spread over the nests. The young are 
hatched about sept, 1, but often remain 
buried until spring. Sometimes they are 
packed in boxes with straw until they get to 
be afew weeks old and are ready to go into 
the water. They grow about one inch @ 
year, and at the end of six years are big 
enough to be Calle. ‘‘counts’’ and to sell at 
the highest market price.

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YED AS THE WHEELS SPIN ROUND. 
‘ ; —

Each one of the following systems for beat- 
ing the Dank at roulette is a dangerous 
mirage. The only excuse for presenting 
them, beyond the recreation of the reader, 
is that the playing of roulette or faro without 
system is a bottomless abyss. 

AN endless number of systems have 
played faithfully ana testea thoroughly, we 
man is yet to be born who will come forward 
with an infallible system, And yet a system 
ig a good thing to have, for every system re- 
tards your game, and is thus an economy, 
for it saves your money. 

Two individuals or groups of individuals 
are known to have gained large fortunes at 
Monte Carlo through patient study of the im- 
Pperfections of particular roulette wheels. 
The first, in point of time, were two Italians. 
After three nronths of dally observation they 
perceived that two numbers won much 
oftener than their proper average, especially 
when the disc revolved from right to left. 

They formed a company, taking in several 
partners, united a considerable capital and 
began betting in a businesslike way upon 
these two privileged numbers each time the 
cylinder turned from right to left. (At Monte 
Carlo the ball is thrown alternately from 
right to left and left to right.) The result 
was satisfactory, Bank bills and gold flowed 
in to the Italians. 

All at once things changed; the money 
commenced going back to the bank. The 
Italians stopped and began their observa- 
tions Overagain. They soon found that the 
bank had changed the machines, Now'their 
only effort was to find the famoas cylinder. 
It was one among the eleven kept turning 
always inthe gambling saloon, but at which 
table? 

To arrive at acertainty they corrupted a 
croupier. The unfaithfulemploye found the 
wheel, marked itand each day secretly, by 
an agreed signal, indicated it to the Italians. 


The danceof he bank notes began again, 
and it was the turn of the administration to 
refiect and observe. 

The croupler was caught and dismissed, 
ana that particular roulette wheel was 
burned. Butthe Italians went of with a 
fortune. 

The other man who won at Monte Carlo 
was the famous Dutchman, whose name 
still echoes gloriously around the rocks of 
Monaco. Healsoattacked the roulette. He 
came later thanthe Italians. His task was 
therefore much more difficult than theirs, 
because the bank had profited by experi- 
ence, 

Aiter much observation he arrived at the 
conclusion that each day, at each table, 
there were ee numbers. (That is, num. 
bers on the whee! Into which the ball had not 
fallen.) He continued to observe, without 
seeking to set up any theory of cause and ef- 
fect, and he finished by perceiving that the 
missing numberscame back periodically to 
the same table at the end of a certain time. 
Armed with these observations, he went 
back to Holland, formed a company of well- 
to-do acquaintances, and returned to Mon- 
aco with a capital of 600,000 francs anda 
dozen employes, 

lhey began recording the numbers as they 
came outat this particular roulette wheel, 
and continued this for eightdays. Then, 
calculating the pseemng numbers at the end 
of each day, and their likely date for reap- 
pearance, they commenced their play. Each 
employe was given two numbers, on which 
he was to bet the maximum ($36) on ee | 
turn. The gained successively 1,110, 
francs, and had hopes of breaking the bank, 
when brusquely, as for the Italians, every- 
thing changed. Ata loss of 800,000 francs the 
prudent Duichman stopped. Carrying back 
to his company in Rotterdam the remaining 
800,000 francs of winnings, he told them that 
the time had passed for winning more. He 
never sought to know the reason why. 

The reason was simple. The management 
had begun to change both the tables and the 
cylinders each night, without even the 
knowledge of the crouplers, the head officers 
actually doingthe lifting and shifting with 
their own hands, 

In roulette an ivory ball revolves around a 
ledge above an oppositly revolving disc. 
According as it drops into a compartment, 
red or black and numbered, you have won or 
lost. The disc has thirty-seven of these 
compartments, One of them is numbered 
**9.’’ This is the number of the bank. 
Whenever it wins, one-balf the bets upon ail 
even chances are raked in by the crouplers. 
All stakes on single numbersand groups of 
single numbers, which are less than even 
chances, lose immediately each time that 
zero wins. 

Of the other thirty-six numbers eighteen 
are red and eighteen black; eighteen are odd 
and eighteen even; eighteen are ‘*mangue’’ 
(from 1 to 18 inciusive), and eighteen are 
**passe’’ (from 19 to 86, inclusive). Each one 
of these is an even chance, like the tossing 
ofa penny, heids or tails. Fora moment 
it will be enough to look at red and biack. 

Itisa commonplace of the mathematical 
theory of probabilities that in a large num- 
ber of spins the number of times red wins 
must so closely approximate the number of 
times black wins that the difference, one 
side or the other, will bear scarcely any re- 
lation to the number ofspins. If the wheel 
were spun 10,000 times, it would be dificult to 
imagine such a disproportion as 6,000 reds to 
4,000 blacks. 

It would almost certainly be less than 5,000 
reds (or blacks) to 4,970 blacks (orreds). But 
in spinning the whivel only 10 times, it might 
easily happen thatthe proportion should be 
six redsto four Dlacks; or the whole ten 
might come out red (or black). Equal 
chances tend to equalize themselves; they 
actually do so; bat they take their time in 
doing it. 

The simplest system, that of doubling, 
bases itself upon the first part of this truth, 
and, ina way, ianoresthe element of time. 
Bet $1 on an even chance, If you lose, bet $2. 
If you lose again, Det $4. Andso on, always 
doubling until you wina bet. If you win the 
third turn (having bet $4), you will have 

ained back your $2, plus your $1, plus the 
foliar you went out for, 

The bank at Monte Carlo will permit you to 
double in thig way from $1 up to $1,024, whieh 
is eleven turns. Inany particular case you 
have a gigantic prior_probability of winning 
at least one Of the eleven turns, recouping aii 
your losses, plus $1. But the ultimate risk 
must also be computed, because you might 
lose each one of the eleven bets. 

Being stopped from further doubling by the 
bank’s limit, you would have lost the foliow. 
ing sums: $1,024, $512, $256, $128, $64, $32, $16, 
$8, $4, $2, $1, which equais $2,047. This means 
that for this most profitabie of all systems, 
to give youany solid probability, not of win- 
ning, but even of not losing, it must be abie 
to gain for you $2,047 by the time that it has 
lost itfor you. And this it cannot do. 

In actual play, according to this system, 
the chance of losing pene whole capital upon 
a fatal run of eleven is constant, though re- 
mote. TO win $2,047 you must win it, of 
course, $1 at @ time. When you get into 
thousands of bets, you may safely caiculate 
upon the ultimate equality of red and biack 
although, of course, this equality is reache 
throug considerable irreguiarity. 

This being 60, to win $2,047, $1 at a time, 
you will require to have bet on at least each 
of 4,004 successive turns. Now, in 4,004 suc- 
cessive turns a run of eleven (which will ruin 
you) is so probable as to amount almost to 
certainty. This is easily seen. 
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. How?

Nevertneless the good old doubling system 
should not be rejected too derisively, espe- 
clally by those who have nothing better to 
offer than ‘‘flat bets’’ (masse legm@). To win 
$2,047 by flat bets of $20 each would require 
you to win 102 bets morethan the bank ina 
much larger number of turns than 4,094, You 
would have to walt for the see-saw variations 
to carry you 102 bets higherthan the natural 
et p= A of red and Diack against the weight 
of a couple of hundred certain zeros. It 
might requrea century of constant playing, 
in which case your board bill would ruin you 
more surely thananyrun of eleven in the 
doubling system. 

The doubling system is no favorite. The 
capital it logically requires and a vision of 
the sudden loss of all at one fell swoop, how- 
ever remote, distresses the imagination. 
Other systems, gentier in appearance, are 
played oftener at Monte Carlo. They are not 
really dificult to comprehend. 

‘*‘Augmentations’’ (other than doublings) 
are of two kinds: (1) The increaseing of 
your bet after each loss; (2) the increasing 
of your bet after each gain. The first ts cer- 
tainly the more rational and the more math- 
ematical. It is probable for that reason 
thatit gives almost always deplorable re- 
suits. The best known of these systeins 
bears the name of ‘*Alembert,’’a philosophi.- 
cal mathematician, whose discovery has 
ruined thousands, 

This is the formula: 

On the first turn you bet $1 (orany unity). 
Solongas you gain you continue, always 
betting $1. If you lose, you add another dol- 
lar to your bet, and so on, till you win again. 
Then you begin diminishing $1 each turn till 
you work down to unlty, when you have won 
your series. 

Example: 

You bet $1 on red—and lose. 

You bet $2 on red—and gain. 

You bet $1 on rei—and lose. 

You bet $2 on red—ana lose. 

You bet. $3 on red—anda win. 

You bet $2 on red—and so on, working down 
to unity as regularly as luck will let you. 

As it may easily be ascertained by practice 
(in the tossing of a penny, heads or tails), 
this play ought to average 50 cents profit 
every turn, on the sole condition that the 
wins and losses continue coming out with 
anything like decent regularity. What would 
be ruin inthe doubling system (the destruc- 
tion of your capital by an adverse run of suf- 
ficient magnitude to pass the bank’s limit) 
would not seriously impede the *‘ Alembert,’’ 
Neither would the eatings of zero, in any- 
thing like a normal coming out of colors, pre- 
venta sure and steady profnt. 

Forexample, to win $2,047, at 50 cents 
average profita turn, would require 4,094 
turns. Tbelosson the 110 Zeros to be ex- 
pected mar be estimated quite apart, on the 
Monte Carlo basis of ‘‘insurances’’ against 
the refait and the zero, about 1 per centof 
the amount staked on each turn, 

Supposing the average stake should amount 
to $0 (the system could easily stand it), the 
total sum Det in 4,094 turns would be but 
$24,664, of which 1 per cent is only $245. Lf, 
however, (to give an exampie which 
it will be impossible to work out in full), 
the player 4hould in 800 turns lose fifty 
more bets than he wins, he will have come 
out $695 loser on the system plus $30 estimated 
loss on zero, 

There is another type of augmentation, 
which steers between the aqangers of the 
doubling scheme and those of AlembDert to 
split upon a rock quite allitsown. It Is an 
arithmetical progression, sulted to compar- 
atively small capitaland which ts bound to 
succeed in case you win even half as many 
bets as you lose, plus two.

House Plants. 


Mr. William Saunders, the superintendent 
of the national gardens and grounds at 
Washington, has made a careful study of the 
subject of house plants. Every woman 


aspires to some floral decoration of her home, 
whether it be a conservatory or a window 
row of potted geraniums. 

According to Mr. Saunders, not many fine 
flowering plants will grow and bloom In per- 
fection inthe dry air of an ordinary living 
room. Living rooms are warm enough, usu- 
ally, for plant culture, and the soil may be 
kept in the requisite state of moisture, but 
the lack of moisture in the air will make 
itself felt In the growth of plants. 

Bat the plants which suffer most are those 
having the largest leaves, because they pre- 
sent a greater surface for evaporation than 
smaller follaged plants; hence it is judicious 
to selectthe latter, as farags they are desir- 
able forroom cuiture, as being more likely 
toremain. healthy uoder the circumstances. 
In the absence of any’special provision, a se- 
lection of piants may be made which require 
only a minimum amount of water in the air, 
as, for example, the smaller forms of the 
cactusfamily. The night blooming cereus 
does well In a room, although notso well 
adapted as some others on account of its 
lengthened stems and the space they occupy. 
The flat-stemmed epiphyliuins,or crab cacti, 
as they are sometimes called, make fine 
room plants, and bloom profusely with 


ordinary care. 


There are various species of oxalis, or 
wood-sorrel, which are exceedingly well 
ihey are usually

A Blaze at Omaha Destroys $350,000 
Worth of Property. 


STARTED IN THE BOSTON STORE AND 
SPREAD TO ADJOINING BUILDINGS. 


The Flames Burned so Rapidly That Many 
Narrow Escapes Were Effected—Sev- 
eral of the Employes Seriously 
Ecorched and Blistered—Nothing 
Saved—Losses in Detail. 


OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 8.—Another sucha fire 
asthat which destroyed the Boston Store 
and threatened the business center of Omaha 
for atime this evening, was probably never 
fought by fremen. At5:45 a tiny spark was 
noticed falling in one of the sbow win- 
dows of the Boston Store, and at 
6:50 the entire building was in a 
blaze. The building stood at the eorner of 
Sixteenth and Douglass streets, in the very 
center ofthe retail district. It had thrpe 
large show windows onthe Sixteenth street 
frontand fiveon the Douglass street side. 
These were all draped with fabrics of the 
most inflammable nature and the fire ran 
through them with appalling speed.

‘*The people found themselves powerless 
to cope with their raiding adversaries. Their 
forces were inadequate\to the war. The in- 
crease ofrabbits surpassed the powers of 
computation, andthe desolation was wide- 
spread. 
‘*‘One hundred militon acres of territory 
were overrun »y the animals. Although the 
raiders killed 2,528,000 rabbits per year, and 
received a bounty fromthe Government for 
each of the scaips, the rabbits remained in 
fullforce. But the great drought of 1888 ex- 
celled Pasteur’s remedy and all the guns and 
canines in Australia. Thelakes and water- 
courses were fenced in by wire screens, and 
the animals died by millions from thirst.

It Should Begin at the Age of 18 and End 
at 36. 


I wish on these subjects to be very just, 
neither a pesismist nor alarmist on one side, 
nor optimist nor apologist on the other, says 
Sir Bb. W. Richardson, discussing, in Long- 
man’s Magazine, the question of athletics. In 
athleticism there are many great advantages, 


It makes men manly, strong, ready—in a 
word, vitaltothe best of vitality, wien itis 
carried out with earnestness, in a proper 
spirit, and under proper rules, It were an 
easy matter to double the strength of an 
uncultivated nation Dy introducing Into it 
good athleticism. Those four magnificent 
qualities of mind and body—precision, de- 
cision, presence ofmind and endurance—in 
troduced into a nation, hammered into it 
until all the nation was individually in- 
fluenced by them, would make the nation 
grander than any influx of wealth, fashion or 
giory of conquest. It would beget a new 
kind of athleticism—an athleticism of the 
soul, which wonld lift men. and women into 
a superior beauty, both of body and mind. 
It would also insure length of days; and it 
would Insure happiness of existence, because 
it would exalt mankind from low and grov- 
ellng concelts and pleasures into cuntests 
that are as superior as they are exhilarant 
and graceful. Once more, it would stampa 
newer and purer heredity, freed of ancestral 
stains beyond anything that Nas ever been 
conceived, 

The prospect is cheering and hopefal; but 
there are disadvantages connected with ath- 
letic life which darken the picture, and 
which must not be concealed. There are 
errors abundant that need to be weeded out. 
There is an error inthe commencement and 
the ending of the athletic iife that should be 
remedied. It should not be begun at too 
youthful a period; it shoula not be continued 
to too late a period. I have put it at front 
18 to 86 years of age, and that, 1 am con- 
vinced,is a very just iimitation for all except 
those who are obliged to followit, asin the 
acrobat way, during a life of toil, devoted to 
the amusements of the people. At 18 the 
organs ofthe body have fairly aeveloped, 
and yet are not so matured as to have lost 
any degree of their elasticity, power and 
facility for affording graceful and 
powerful movements. nervous 
system has become developed, 
and the senses have reached to 
good and healthy action, At #6 the organs 
have ceased to increase naturally, and all 
parts have entered into a maturity which 
stands inthe way of new activity of a per- 
manent character. By this time the body 
begins to feel concussions and vibrations, 
which, exalted, pass early into shocks af- 
fecting the elastic substance, especially the 
elastic arteries and all structures that re- 
quire to be cushioned by the elastic element.

The first symptom the experimenters ob- 
served after the morphia was given was an 
increase of the pulse and respiration. 
Then the dogs seemed to sweat a ey 
deal. Water dripped copiously rom 
their tongues, which are, with them, organs 
oftranspiration. That symptom was worth 
noting, for morphia usually surpresses the 
secretions. Thenthe dogs vomited. “Then 
narcotic vee ig? came on, grew Geeper and 
deeper, until, after a period varying from 
ten minutes to an hour after the injection of 
the morphia, the aog was absolutely sense- 
less; no excitation could arouse him. Early 
in this stupor the age of some of the dogs 
twitched and jerked, as often dothe legs of 
opium-smokers. 

When the stupor was most profound Mr. 
Nellsonand Mr. Meyer administered a solu- 
tion of permanganate of potassium to their 
subjects. They gav? the permangante in 
the proportion of one and one-third grains 
to one grain of morphia, They gave two-

The Chemical Sees Bank of New 
York Out $50,000. 


NEw York, Feb. 8.—The Chemica! National 
Bank of this city has been caught napping 
and is out $50,000 as a result. A dispatch 
from Chicago this morning stated that depo- 
sitions had been filed yesterday in a series 
of sults against C. W. Mosherand the defunct 
Capital National Bank of Lincoln, Neb. Two 
ofthese depositions brought out the sur- 
prising and rather startling allegations that 
the Chemical Bank holds $50,000 worth of 
fraudulent and worthless notes issued by the 
bank on the Western Manufacturing Oo, and 
indorsed by C.W. Mosheras President.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 8.—There were) 
filed to-day by the Farmers’ Loan & Trust 
Co., Sheldon & Co., P. B. Winston, and 
Receivers Oakes, Paine and Rouse, in the 
Circuit Court of the United States tn Mil- 
waukee, six separate answers to the Ives pe- 
tition fur removal of the Northern Pacific re- 
celvers. The answers present exhaustive re- 
plies to every charge made and comprise 
over 500 printed pages and are accompanied 
by documents and proofs, in all making 
240,000 words. The answers not only meet all 
specific charges, but even explain and refute 
mere insinuations. Nota point is left un- 
answered. All technical objections to the 
petition on account of ambiguity and vague- 
ness have been waived and the receivers 
have with frankness laid all the facts and 
circumstances of the entire subject fully be- 
fore the court, with numerous affidavits and 
other evidence in support of their denials. 
It is shown that the branch line policy of the 
com pany originated during tne lves- Harris 
administration and the receivers bring 
proofs to show that by rejecting branch line 
leases they have saved more than $1,000,000 
per year. The receivers have already paid 
$5,000,000 preferential debts and about

RENT PROPOSITION ._ WILL. BE 
PROBABLY ACCEPTED. 


i al Furth and Whitelaw Say the 


School Board's Proposttion is Fair and 
Reasonabie—The End cof along Argu- 
ment—Closing Scenes in the Parlia- 


mentary Battle. 


The terms upon which the Free Public Li- 
brary isto occupy the sixth and seventh 
floors of the Board of Education building are 
Virtually settied. To reach this 
result the members of the 
School Board and the Conference 
Committee of the Free Library Dattied for 
two hours last night. Heated arguments, 
with rhetorical shafts, were launched in 
great pum bers by contestants on 
both sides. But with the passage of 
the minutes the servants of the 
people wearied of the fray and compromised 
their discordant claims. The report of the 
joint committees of Library, Ways and 
Means,and Lands and Leasing, as finally 
adopted by the School Board, provides that 
the Free Pablic Library Board shall havea 
lease of the sixth and seventh floors of the 
Board of Education Building for aterm of 
not less than one and not more than five 
years, at the option of the Free Library 
Board, forarental of $5,000a year, payable 
in equal monthly installments. 

PROVE ACCEPTABLE. 

The Free Library Board is to pay its pro- 
portionate part of the light and elevator ser- 
vice, but is to have the comforts of heat free 
ofr charge. When the School Board 
adopted the amended report of the joint 
committees Mr. Jacob Farth of the 
Conference Committee of the Free Library 
Board thanked the School virectors for 
their efforts to adjust the differenced be- 
tween the two bodies. Mr. Farth and 
his associates oof the Free Library 
Board, Messrs. O. L. Whitelaw, Hamlin 


Russell, and Dr. Thomas O'Reilly, retired. 
A PosT-DisPATCcH reporter asked Messrs. 
Whitelaw and Furth whether the Free LI- 
brary Board would accept the latest terms of 
the School Boara. . Mr. Whitelaw answered: 

‘*] am not warranted to speak for our 
board, but common sense would indicate 
that we ought to meet the Scliool Board half 
way.’’ 

Mr. Furth said: ‘‘Very Ike the Free Li- 
brary Beard will accept the compromise.’’ 

Dr. Wait, Chairman of the library Oom- 
mittee, opened the proceedings with the 
statement that the report of the joint com- 
mittees was on the desks of all present. He 
then moved that the report be 
adopted. He found a second, 
and President Brockman invited the repre- 
Sentatives of the Free Library Board to ex- 

ress their views on the subject. Mr. Grawe 

rst insisted on the reading of the 
report, which in its primary state 
exacted a rent of of $6,000 a _ year 
from the Free Library Board and taxed that 
body for its portion of the heat, light and 
elevator service, as well as obligated it to 
keep tue library floors in repair. 

MR. FURTH’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Jacob Furth expressed his gratitude 
for the privilege given him and his confreres 
to address the board. He asked them to 
remember that the two bodies had 


the same constituents, and that whatever 
favors would be conferred upon the Free 
Library Board would be conferred upon the 
constituents of the board. 

He represented the Free Library Board as 
coming forward torelieve the School Board 
of certain trusts ana burdens, first of its 
obligation under contracts with the Wash- 
ington University and the Ames 
estate to expend $6,000 a yearfor Vrolytech- 
nicnight school and HMbrary purposes and 
second of iis trust fromthe iife members to 
furnish a room, heat, light, and $8,000 for the 
library. These contracts bound the School 
Board to furnish heat, light and elevator 
service or divest itself of the trust. Mr. 
Furth was sure that the board would not put 
itself on record as being iuke-warm 
in the performance of a duty. 
He and his fellow committeemen 
would concede for the sake of argument that 
the Free Library Board wasa foreign corpo- 
ration and should be treated as others, But 
he asked the Schoo! Board if it was treating 
the Free Library Board as it did others. He 
quoted from proceeilings of the School Board 
at its July meeting in 1892, at which tlmeit 
jeased the basementand first four floors of 

board of Education to the 
saunders Dry Goods Vo. for $12,000 
with heat, light and repair 
Mr. Furth found that the lease was 


the present one, 
the time a real estate man who 


thought that the bvbasement and first 
four floors were not worth more than $10,000

Ser. Furth was of opinion that the School 
Directors were putting themselves in 
avery peculiar position. A year and 
a hat ago, when the country 
was rosperous, and values were 
high, the board leased five floors to a busi- 
ness concern at the rate of $2,490 a year; but 
now, when rentals are Gepreciated, they 
come to the people of S8t. Louis and 
asked $8,000 a year for the 
twotop floors. With much graciousness the 
&chool Board’s committee had recommended 
that the price be reduced to $6,000. Mr.Furth 
thought that this looked as if the School 
Board was treating the Free Library Board as 
astep-child. Mr. Furth objected tothis, He 
and his associates conceded the claim of the 
school Board to charge rent for premises 
which it was bound to give free, but he 
submitted that the people of St. Louls would 
not relish the terms which the Schoo) Di- 
rectors were ‘attempting to foist upon the 
Free Library Directors. Le insisted that the 
board had fixed the reasonable rental 
ofr bullding at $2,400 a floor 
per annum, and he urged that it 
should not exact more of its constituents 
than it required from an ordinary business 
concern. He summarized the burdens 
which the Free Board was 
about to take shoulders of 
the School Board, and he i assured 
the School Directors that his own board 
would not pay $6,000 a yearand bear the ex- 
ey of heat, ightand elevator accommo- 

tions. 

MR. HOLTHAUS REPLIES. 
Mr. Holthaus corrected Mr. Furth on some

A SWEDISH SLED, 


It Ie a Great Convenience in the Land of 
Enow.

The Homeof the Sparkstoetting is Norr- 
land, a province of Northern Sweden, where, 
during the long and severe winter, itis the 
only mode of locomotion employed, or even 
possible. 

Atthe present day its use has spread all 
over Sweden, where it is regarded as one of 
the favorite winter sports. Strange to say, 
however, among the people of other nerth-

ern countries, Russia, Scotland and Ger- 
many, itis unknown. 

The Sparkstoetting is madeof the wood of 
the Norwegian pine. Itislongand narrow, 
and does not weigh over 83 pounds. It Is 
composed of tworunners, curved upward in 
front, abouté6 feet long. Two uprights 3 feet 
highin the center of the runners serve as 
supports and ides. A lignt seat 4 to 5& 
inches from the ground rests on a cross bow. 
The operator supports himself with his hands 
resting on the uprights, places Nils left 
foot on the left runner, and with 
the right foot strikes the ground at 
regular intervals, thus giving to the sled the 
necessary impetus. When the snow is hard 
the runner clamps steel soles to his shoes. 
Overasmoothand even road considerable 
speed can be attained with the Sparkstoet- 
ting without much effort, the speed of a good 
trotting horse being easily duplicated.  In- 
stances are on record wherea distance of 130 
miles from Tornea to Pitea was made in 
twenty-four hours. 

The ®parkstoetting is tothe inhabitants of 
Norrland what the horse is to the Cossack 
and the Arab. Several companies in the 
Swedish army have recently been fitted out 
with Sparkstoettings for reconnoltering pur- 

oses. In Stockholm and southern Sweden 

t is used for the favorite coasting sport. 


FLYING REPTILES. 


They Were Dragon-Like and Had Im- 
mense Wings. 


Chambers’ Journal. 

It must De admitted that the pterodactyls 
were somewhat dragon-like, especially the 
larger species; for, though most were of 
moderate size, not exceeding that of a crow, 
or a fying fox, and some even no larger than 
sparrows, yet the largest attained a spread 
of wing of morethan fourfathoms. Those 
wings, though like those of the Dats in being 


expansions of the skin extending ito the 
limbs, differed from them s mewhbat in de- 


tall. 

Inthe bat we havea free thumb and four 
immensely: lengthened fingers; the ptero- 
dactyi the fingers were free from the wing 
membrane, except that corresponding to our 
little finger. This in the volant reptile was 
the largest of all—a long, tapering, jointed 

ne—and jthe main support of the 
wing, which wasa long and narrow one, 
something like that of a swaliow in outline. 
As the pterodactyl’s hind limbs, like those of 
the bat, are weak and more or iess involved 
in the ey membrane, itis extremely un- 
likely that it could situpand perch or walk 
like a bird, as some have suggested. Its 
terrestrial or arboreal promenades, there- 
fore, more probably took the form ofa bDat- 
like crawl onali fours. Its head, however, 
was more likea birad’sthana bat’s, having 
along snout, armed withteeth, ora beak, 
or both and large eyes.

or sea swallows, ofourown day, with their 
large heaus and narrow wings. Whether, as 
they wheeled aod swooped over a shoal of 
fish, driven tothe surface of the sea bv the 
rush of the great reptilian whales of the pe- 
riod, they ulged in, the vocal perform- 
ances of the modern sea bird, is, of course, 

Probably 
they were more jgift with voice than our 
modern reptiles.

Commission of Investigation. 


Panis, Feb. 8.—A caDinet inquiry is to fol- 
low the first meeting of the commission 
which wasto examine into the state of the 
French navy on account of a serious dis- 
turbance which occurred at that meeting. 
The commission was appointed to investi- 
gate the disclosures brought to light by M. 
Clemenceau, M. Lockroy and others re- 
cently through the public press and in the 
Chamber of Deputies, the substance of the 
charges being that the French navy isina 
state of gross inefficiency and that tbe coast 
of France is practically defenseless in case of 
war with England or any other maritime 
power. 

Among the members of the commission is 
Admiral Gervais, who commanded the 
French fleet which visited Cronstadt some 
time ago, and who issaid tohave arranged 


with the Czar the preliminaries of the 
Franco-Russia entente which were cemented 
by the visit of the Russian fleet ljast fall. It 
was noticed that Admiral Gervais was some 
what excited during the preliminary discus- 
sions and introductions of the members of 
the commission; ;but the members were 
astounded when the Admiral, upon being 
introduced to M. Pierre Guyesse, formerly, a 
marine engineer, a member of the commis- 
sion and the Chamber of Deputies, refused to 
shake hands with him. 

**‘No, sir, I will not shake Bands with 
you!’’ exclaimed the Admiral, 

**May lask why?’’ asked M. Guyesse. 

**Because youread in the Chamber of 
Deputies a telegram about the transport 
Rance, and I consider your action dishonor- 
able.’ 

M. Guyesse managed to control his temper 
and the tacident was believed to have enced, 
though several of the members of the com- 
mission felt considerably disturbed at the at- 
titude assumed by Admiral Gervais. 

Later, while the commission was in ses- 
sion, M. Lockroy, in referring to the charges 
which he had brought in the Chamber of 
Deputies against the navy of France, took 
occasion to praise the officersof the French 
navy. 

Admiral Gervais, who had been listening 
to M. Lockroy’s remarks with many signs 
- crete suddenly exclaimed, very 

otly: 

**The officers of the navy have no need of 
your praises and I deciine them in their 
name.,.’’ 

A scene of considerable confusion followed, 
Guring which the Minister of Marine, Ad- 
miral Lefevre, deciared that the matter had 
reached a stage which required that the in- 
cidents referreitointhis dispatch must be 
discussed by the Government, and he further 
intimated that the Cabinet would, this mora- 
ing, take the behavior of Admiral Gervals in- 
to consideration. 

Admiral Gervais in February, 1882, was pro- 
moted to the rank of Vice-Admira:, and was 
made chief of the general staff of the Ministry 
of .arine. He isa conmander of the Legion 
of Hunor, and has held a number of most im- 
portant positions under the Government. 
In addition to commanding the 
French fleet which visited Cron- 
stadt in 1891, he was in command of 
the French fleet which the same year visited 
Portsmouth at the express invitation of the 
Queen of Engiand. During the Franco-Prus- 
Sian war he tookanactive part in the de- 
fense of Paris, particularly distinguishing 
himself in the attack made Sept. 4, 1871, upon 
the Prussian position of the hills about 
Hautes-Bruyeres, andat the engagement on 
Nov, 30 at the Gare aux Boeufs, for which he 
was named in the Order of the Day. 

At7:30 p.m. it was announced that the 
Minister of the Marine had decided that Aa- 
miral Gervais, owing to his extraordinary 
conduct at the session ofthe naval commis- 
sion yesterday, is to be supplanted as a 
member of that committee by the next ad- 
miralin command, 


MONACO’S COLOSSAL REVENUES. 


Its Earnings Equal to Three-Fourths of 
Its Capital. 


Written for the SUNDAY PdOst-DISPATCH. 

The latest report of the ‘‘*Socilete Anony mee 
des Bains de Mer et du Cercle des Etrangers’’ 
gives very good proof of the enormous sums 
of money that are annually lost at Monaco. 
The capital of the company is $30,000,090. The 
profits of the past year were $23,00),000, One 
million was added to the reserve fund, 
which, in 1913, will be as greatas the capil- 


tal. The Prince of Vonaeo receives an an- 
nualsalary of 1,250,000 francs. The com- 
pany maintains, beside this, the cost of the 
coveroment, Keepsthe streets in repair as 
well as the water condults, pays 
for the street lighting, and supports the 
schools, 60 that the people have notaxes of 
any kind, Theyin turn have no voice in 
municipalaffairs. The matirgtenance of the 
theater costs annually 250,000 francs, the 
orchestra equally as much, while the salaries 
of the officers and clerks, among them 100 
crouplers, devour another 1,500,000 every 
year. Tothe press the company pays 800,000 
irancs per annum,anda specialfund is set 
aside for the ramoval of the bodies of the un- 
fortunate victims ofthe game. The total ex- 
pendaitures of the company per year amount 
to 11,500 ,000 francs.

Arabian Mythology Ascribes a Certain 
One to Each Month.

Much ofthe superstitious belief in regard 
to precious stones Is derived from the ancient 
Arabian mythology, which ascribes to each 
month in the year a particular jewel. 

The jacinth, a reddish-yellow stone, was 
assigned to January. It was regarded as ths 
seal of friendshipand the banisher of enmity. 
Worn around the neck and set in purest gold 
it wassure to exert its influence over the 


January child. The amethyst isthe stone of 
the second momthin the year. Worn in the 
hair of a fair maiden it was said to win for 
her the favor ofa princess, In ancient days 
this stone wus also worn as a talisman 
against intoxication, 

The hellotroje,a deep green stone with 
blood rea or yellow spots, was the jewel cho- 
sen for March. ‘‘It clears the brow of care 
and protects the wearer against the poison 
of secret woe,”’ says an Arabian proverb. 
The luck stone of Aprilwas the noble sap- 

hire. As it postessed the quality of relieving 

urning pain it was worn airectly over the 
heart. Forthose born in the month of May 
the emerald was chosen. ‘*Its brilliancy is 
brightest when love is pure and 
true, says the arab. When worn 
on a faithless hand that had betrayed 
its trust thee stone was said to 
break intwo. Kythe children of June the 
chaldeon was worn, and by those who 
claimed July as their birth month the white. 
red, yellow carneol. The lucky stone for 
August wasthe onyx. Itwas said to make 
the mind clear and bright and the heart 
brave and strong. The chrysolith was Sep- 
tember’s stone, and its serene light was a 
talisman against evil dreams. Its color was 
purple, like the morning dawn.

THIS SNAKE COULDN’T BITE 


But Its Ferocious: Appearance Soared 
Everybody Who Saw It.

New York, Jan. 18.—Over in Hoboken 
there is a man whose business has to do with 
snakes. He selis a good many ofthem to 
People who fancy such things as curiosities. 
His rattlesnakes finda ready market, for, 
in spite of the fact that the average man 
would keep respectfully away from 4 rattler 
if roaming at will, yet, when properly con- 


fined, the rattlesnake has a merchantable 
value, Out West you can buy a full-grown 
rattler for 15 cents, but the Hoboken variety 
fetches a good deal more. 

This Hoboken snake merchant the other 
day sent Franz Kahn out to sell a dozen of 
his choicest specimens. Kahn, who lives at 
No. 5 Willow avenue, Hoboken, is a sailor, 
but being out of work tried to makea dollar 
ortwo selling rattlesnakes on commission. 
He carried the reptiles snugly wrapped 
Over tothiscity, and in a few bours sold all 
but one of the lot. This unsold one was the 
cause of the trouble that followed. He dis- 
Played the snake boldly on the streetasa 
means of making a quick sale. If he haa 
been a professional snake charmer instead of 
a bungling amateur probably he wouldn’t 
have beeh sorash. He observed that pedes- 
trians madeacircuit to the spot where he 
offered the snake for sale. Some of them 
were quite satisfied to walk in the street. 

As Kahn was standing in Cherry street, a 
big, strapping Irishman jumped from his 
truck and almost fell over Kahn and his 
snake. The snake writhed and wriggled 
beautifully, while the Irishman gave vent to 
@ series of vituperative epithets, applied 
both to the snake and itsexhibitor. then 
& policeman came up anda crowd gathered. 

*“*Get that snake out of here or I’!l shoot 
him!’’ commanded the officer. At this the 
snake again manifested its contortional abil- 
ities, and got in such close proximity to the 
policeman’s person that he made a hasty and 
violent retreat, in his fright fairly knocking 
the sightseers down. Amid the confusion 
Kahn and the snake dlsappeared. 

Kahn then took his snake up-town. He 
rode ina Ninth avenue car, but he Kept the 
snake carefully out of sight.

EOUTH BETHLEHEM, Pa., Feb. 8.—A test of 


one of the plates for the double barbette tur- 
ret monitor Puritan, being built at the 
Brooklyga Navy Yard, was made to-day at the 
proving grounds of the Bethlehem Iron Co.’s 
works, ihe plate was 18 feet long, 6 fset 
wide and 14 inches thick, tapering to 6 
inches. Two shots from a ten-inch gun were 
fired at it at a distance of 360 feet. Carpenter 
projectiles weighing 600 pounds each were 
used. The velocity was 1,38land 1,580 feet 
respectively. ‘ihe penetration of the first 
shot was twelve and one-half inches, the 
second thirteen and one-seventh inches. 
There was no radiating crack and the back- 
ing showed no disturbance. The test was 
eminently successful and the result will be 
the oe of the armor by the Govern- 
ment.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


Under Mr. Blan@’s Pians It Will Come 
Up in the House Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The silver question is 
to be taken upin the House next Tuesday, 
according to the plans of Mr. Bland. He ex- 
pects the debate on his seigniorage bill to last 
two days, so that a final vote can be 
taken Wednesday afternoon. Mr. Bland’s 


plans are placed on a conclusion of the 
Hawaiian debate Monday night, but if this ts 
extended the silver debate -will have to awalt 
the disposal! of Hawalil. Nospecial rule will 
be reported giving Mr. Bland the right of 
way, as his coinage committee has special 
privilege under the rules tosecure immediate 
consideration for if reporis. 

‘*There isno doubt as to the passage of 
the bill,’’ said Mr. Bland. **The feeling is 
very different now than at the time of the 
repeal of the Sherman act. in fact, if that 
repeal was heard to-day it wouldn’t 
be likely to pass.

RIOT IN LONDON. 


Procession of Unemployed Dispersed by 
the Police. 

LONDON, Feb. 8.—The police were called 
upon to qgnell a riot which occurred this 
afternoon not far from tbe historical Ca- 
thedral of St. Paul. A procession of about 


800 members of the Germaan-Jewish unem- 


ployed population of the city marched 
from Tower Hill toward the West End 
with the intention of going to Trafaigar

They threatened that on 
their way to Trafalgar Square they would 
force an entrance into St, Paul's Cathedral 
and bola a meeting there which would at- 
tract attention to their grievances. The 
police authorities prompt took steps to 
prevent the (ror invasion of 8t.

All went wel) until the processioniste reached 
the neighborhood of Blackfriar’s Bridge, 
when they turned in the direction of St. 
Paul's. The policemen drew their batons 
and charged upon the crowd, hitting right 
and left and quickly aispersing the mob, 
which re-formed and proceeded to Trafalgar 


uare, 
oan Trafalgar Square the unemployed pro- 
cessionists listened to excited addresses from 
three of their leaders. The police did pot 
prevent the meeting from being held and did 
not arrest the speakers, in spite of the flery 
nature of their remarks. A strong force of 
police is still guarding St. Paul’s Cathedral 
and will remain on duty throughout the 


night.

The Treasury experts smiled when 
they examined this unique bid, but Secretary 
Carlisle, before declining to consider it, 
telegraphed a Chicago banker to learn if the 
party were responsible. 

The reply received stated that the bidder’s 
name was not khown in the Windy City, and 
thatin all probablitty the proposal was a 
huge joke or the work ofacrank. The letter 
was laid aside asa souvenir of Mr. Carlisle’s 
first effort of raising money by a bond Issue. 

Of the $60,000,000 of offers, $45,633,250 came 
from New York City alone. ‘The subdscrip- 
tions, not counting the $5,000,000 of proposals 
now inthe mall, came from the following 
citles:

NEW YorRK, Feb, 3.—The Sub-treasury had 


a balance at Ciearing-house to-day of over 


$600,000. As the Sub-treasury is nearly al - 
ways a debtor, some comment was heard. 


On investigation it was learned that twoof 


the banks who agreed to take between them 
$1,500,000 of the bonds had madea prelim- 
inary depesit oftueir checks with Deputy 
Treasurer Jordan yesterday. These checks 
were sent through the exchanges to-day 
with the result of inaking the Sub-treasury a 
creditor.

James C. Jones, junior member of the law 
firm of W.C.&J. 0, Jones, went to Clayton 
yesterday afternoon end filed 4 petition in- 
volving the ownership to $94,000 worth of 
property and containing charges which if 
true reflect very unfavorably on the late 
Hon. H. Clay Sexton,

vs. Thomas Maxwell, Sarah L. Sexton, 
Jennie McCaw, Addie Maxwell, Vinnie Salter, 


'H. Ciay Sexton,.Jr., Joseph Maxwell, the 


Laclede National Bank and the Conneficut 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. The 
purpose or the petition is to 
have the Circuit Court declare a 
trust for a one-half interest in the Maxwell 
farm in favorof thethree plaintiff's. The 
facts alleged in supportof the petition are 
included in the following narrative. 

The Maxwell farm is considered one of the 
finest pieces of landin the county. It con- 
tains 18 acres, and is situated on the St. 
Charles Rock road near Wellston, just out- 
side the city limits, Itis astock farm and 
is also improved witha residence. In 1884 
Charles Hewith, then its owner, sold It to 
H. Clay Sexton, or rather traded it to him, 
for a farm in Centralia, Ill. 

In this latter farm Sexton only had a half 
interest, the other half being heid by .the 
children of his dead brother, John Sexton.

Mr. Jones’ petition ceclares that inasmuch 

as H. Clay Sexton’s nephew and nieee hada 
half interest in the property traded, they 
were entitied toa half interestin the prop- 
erty acquired, and asks that as H,jClay Sex- 
ton failed to give them their due the Court 
rectify the error. Margaret Sexton is nowa 
woman of 30 and Is the wife of Elijah B. Con- 
dit of Centralia, lll., whois madea party to 
the suit. Robert E. L. Sexton is about 28 
years of age now and is a resident of this 
city. 
Mr. Jones claims the transfer was evidently 
ascheme on the partof the Maxwells and 
Clay Sexton to deprive the latter’s niece and 
nephew of their legal rights, Clay Sexton’s 
widow and her daughter, Maxwell’s wife, 
andthe banks in which the defenants have 
money deposited, are also made co-de- 
fenants.

Out he passes for relaxation into the busy 
world | 


bustling, unsympathetic, work-a-day 
—that world to which he must finally appeal 
—filled with strange feelings, which chemic- 
aly analyzed would resolve themselves into 
almost equal parts of pride, hope. and— 
doubt. 

**The play is finished !’’ Untried ambition’s 
easy phrase? ‘*The play*is finished!’’ A 
paean of gladness and congratelation on the 
altar of inexperience! 

Generally speaking, any form of dramatic 
composition may be said to beonly half- 
fnished (and in some instances not even 
that) when the author has completed his 
work thereon. Whatever closet-study may 
have been devoted tothe subject, whatever 
the degree of thought bestowed upon wach 
and every incident, situation, character and 
detail of the play, form, color and life have 
yettobe imparted. The stamp of realiza- 
tion has yet to be affixed. Artist and artisan 
are called in, and their joint work, hard, in- 
cessant, exacting—the very tyranny of work 
—finally, for good or ill, seais the author’s 
endeavor. 

The various stages necessarily invotved in 
the artistic and intellectual development of 
a play, from its acceptance by the nilanager— 
that autocrat of something more tBan a 
breakfast table—unt!l placed before the pub- 
lic, constitute the theme proper of this artl- 
cle, avoiding as far as possible technicall- 
ties. Tothe established writers for the stage 
it will possess only the merit of a twice-toild 
tale. ‘othe beginner, as wellias those who 
have not as yet essayed this most difficult of 
all forms of com position,it may prove at least 
entertaining, if not instructive, while for 
those who see us Only with the ‘‘motley’’ on 
it may serve to emphasize tle fact that work 
is the lot of those who ‘‘live to please;’’ that 
there Is as little room for idlers and trifiers 
on the stage as in apy other walk of life. 

The people involved in the evolution ofa 
play are author, manager, stage director, 
players, artists and artisans. We will con- 
sider them in the order named. 

The play has been submitted, and a suffi- 
cient time having elapsed toadequately im- 
press the aspiring dramatist with the judg- 
meat and fine artistic sense in all things 
theatrical of the manager, he is sent for and 
is soon closeted with, as he bDelleves, the ar- 
biter of his life! The exchange of a few com- 
monplaces quite foreign tothesubject breaks 
the ice; the manager, ‘‘subject,’’ of course, 
**to certain chanywes,’’ has concluded to ac- 
cept and produce the play. 

A sudden rush of blood to the head, a 
quiekly gathered flim about the eyes, real- 
ized visions of fame and fortune, a half- 
spoken ‘‘thank you,’’ allof which disappear 
as quickly as they came by the manager pro- 
posing terms. Dgoss conquers dreams, and 
the contractis so drawn upin duplicat- 
and signed by both the contracting parties, 
every detail settied uponand the date of pro- 
duction fixed. The author knows that the 
manager has done him a great kindness in 
accepting the play; the manager told him 
s0 as they were signing the contract! A man 
would bea fool to ask formore or better 
proof. 

The author takes his leave of the manager, 
confident of success; the manager hopes for 
it, and proceeds at once, according to his 
means, t®@ reduce to a minimum in every way 
possibie the chances of a fallure. Experience 
bas taught that cold, unsympathetic man- 
ager to look well before he leaps, to careful- 
ly weighevery atom possibly affecting ultli- 
mate failure or success. 

The first engagement madem—I @an, ol 
course, as the business is conducted now- 
adays, when stock companies are aitogether 
too scarce—is the stage director. And here 
Il wish to record @ protest against that phase 
of public taste which has almost annihilated 
our stock companies and substituted for 
managers and artists, janitors and jugglers. 
The stock system, in its integrity, is the 
only practical hope for dramatic Mterature 
and dramatic art. Directly and indirectly, 
the ‘‘here to-day, there to-morrow’’ condl- 
tion of affairs in theatricals has dope more 
to make acting a lost art, dramatic compo- 
sition less an effort to engross the Dest intel- 
lects, than all other causes combiaed. 

With the engagement of the stage director 
the practical work begins, and then follows 
iogically the engaging of the players, the 
scenic artists, the artisans, the number de- 
pending, of course, upon the style of enter- 
tainment proposed. The mapbuscript is 
turned over to the stage director, and his 
work and study thereon are of necessity 
combined until after the last note of prepar- 
ation has died away. 

Sometimes, alas too often, the time 
vouchsatfed him is short, and hurry Is the or- 
der oftneday. Thefact is that, speaking 
generally, too little time is devoted to our 
more ambitious stage efforts. This undue 
haste—is it a part of the spirit of our times?— 
has done more to positively harm or render 
abortive productions here than any other 
single cause.

Days and nights are consumed in giving 
form and color and life to the lines and story, 
and in imparting. to each character 
the stamp of individuality and realism. 
Scene after scene, act after act is gone over 
again and again and yet again! Sometimes 
an entire week will be devoted to one act. 

Changes, additions, emepndations, altera- 
tions of every kind are made—for it rarely 
happens that a play can pass through the 
furnace of a rehearsal without some weak- 
ness being detected. There are, indeed, cer- 
tain forms of entertainment which are 
practically written at rehearsal, the oniy 
feature not suffering change being the title. 

The rehearsals proceed wearily enough 
until what is styled the ‘*perfect call’’ is 
posted; this means that the players are no 
longer to read their parts—the books must 
be .put aside and the lines delivered from 
memory. After a while the ‘‘call’’ 
‘*scenes and props’’ is made, andthe p 
ers are for the first time made familiar, 
practical way, with the scenes, or ‘‘sets 
in which they will be called upon to act—the 
furniture they wilil use, etc., etc: Uptothis 
point the actor has imagined his surround- 
ings, and this, to an extent, may be true 
even at this point, for the scene in Its en- 
tirety may not be ready to *‘set up’’—that Is, 
to put in proper place. 

At last the ‘‘dress rehearsal’’ 
everybody and everything complete, 
players are made up and dressed for their 
parts; the heads of departments, with their 
assistants, are on hand in working attire 
and, as nearly as possible, a performance o 
the play is given. 

En passant, I know of nothing quite so try- 
ing to all concerhed as a dress rehearsal!

HAIL THE CHAMELEON! 


New York’s Latest Fad Is ths Changea- 
ble-Hued Lizard. 


Special Cerrespondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, Feb. 2.—The chameleon fad 
has struck New York very hard, and no 
Well-regulated household is without one 
of the interesting reptiles. When some 
enterprising jeweler in Jacksonville first 
conceived the idea of attaching a tiny gold 
chain to a chameleon and selling him to 
a Northern Delle for an ornament, society 
took up the queer fad at once and made 
much of it. some young women on Fifth 
avenue wore the things on their hats, 
and even about their necks. Society has 
rather dropped the chameleon now, and 
the plain people have taken It up. 

The price of a chameleon, with a tiny brass 
chain around his neck anda pin at the other 
end ofthe chain, has dropped from $1 to 29 
cents withina month. In a little while the 
street fakirs will be selling them for lU cents, 
and the crawling thing that changes his hue 
every few minutes will be within the reach 
ofall. As a household pet the chameleon 
has many points in his favor. 

He pever makes any nolse, and he can go 
for days without being fed and, apparently, 
be just as well and bappy. e doesn’t re- 
quire much air, and when putin his little 
box, with two or three breathing holes, he 
will stay for days and days at a time and 
never disturb anyone. 

He will change his color from green to 
brown while you look at him, and, if he hap- 
pens to be a particularly clever saurian, his 
Skin will assume a dozen brilliant shades of 
the two colors, like a series of dissolving 
views. His chief pig re in life is to do 
nothing, and his next Pleastre is to have his 
aoe or the .op of his iiead stroked with the 

nger. 

Of course it isn’t a real chameleon, but 
only a chameleon-liigard, but he has so many 
characteristics of the genuine article, famed 
in song anda story, thathe is well worth the 
price of his keep. The genuine chameleon 
abounds in Africa and Asia, and he haga 
head like a frog. 

The Florida article looks like a tiny lizard, 
but he has the power of changihg his color, 
which, after all, is the gy characteristic of 
the genuine reptile which is worth bragging 
about. It was at one time supposed that 
they could assumein succession all the hues 
of the rainbowand change their color so as 
to resemble surrounding objects. 

An observer reports that he sawa chame- 
leon makingits way along the top of an old 
wall near Ephesus, the stones of which were 
ofa dark color, occasionaliy varied by a 
block of white marble, and he noticed that 
no sooner did tbe creature rest on one of the 
latter than it gradually become less visible, 
owing evidently tojts assumption of a color 
somewbat harmonizing with the marble on 
which it rested. This phenomenon was 
noticed by the earliest writers on natural 
history, and gave rise to much speculation. 

Aristotle held that the change of color only 
took place when the chameleon was inflated 
with air, townhich, therefore, it was owing. 
Pliny thought thatits varying colors were 
borrowed from surrounding objects, while 
Wormius was the first to attribute these 
variationstothe play of the emotions and 
passions. 

Milne Edwards showed that whatever the 
exciting cause of the changes in color 
whether due to the emotions, the inflation o 
the Jungs, or exposure to the sun’s rays,they 
were rendered ossible only by the presence 
inthe skinof the chameleon of two layers 
of differently colored pigments, placed one 
overthe other, and s0 arranged that both 
may appear simultaneously on the surface, 
orthe one may be displaced toa greater or 
lessextent by the other, the color varying, 
with the amount of each displacement. 

The lizards are very common in Florida, 
where they live in the moss that many of the 
trees are covered with and are gathered up 
by the agile Southern negro for about 25 
cents a basket. All the sports who came 
back from the big fight brought chameleons 
with them. Charley Mitchell had a bucket- 
ful of them, which he will take to England. 
They will die when they gét there, however, 
because the natural history books all say so. 

The climate of Florida and Louisiana is 
their first choice, and they have comsented to 
live in this town because of the mild winters. 
Great Britain, with its fogs, however, is too 
severe for the genuine article, with its frog’s 
head and thick scales, and the American 
imitation is not half go hardy. 

It is only within a very few weeks that the 
chameleons have been on the New York mar- 
ket. They are shipped here by express ina 
basket with a gauze top, in lots of 500. They 
have a little mosstocrawlabout in, and 
they areas comfortable on the journey as a 
crate of live lobsters. Itis an interesting 
sight to watch an expert pick them up from 
the basket, wind the tiny chain about their 
necks and toss them into the little paste- 
board box that serves them fora home until 
they are sold and taken into the household. 

One mancan handle forty ina minuteif 
the journey has not been a rough one. When 
the chameleonsare shaken up on the cars, 
their long talls get knotted and tangled up 
so that it is like unwinding a lot of worsted 
to straighten them out and give each animal 
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all that belongs to him.

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TRICKERY IN PIANO SALES. 


Wiles of Unscrupulous Dealers Who 
Live in a Private House. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY PO8T-DISPATCH * 
NEW YorK, Feb. 2.—The exposures 
which the newspapers have given to 
the business of auctioneers who furn- 
ish houses throughout with a new, cheap 
but inferior lot of furniture, which they sell 
by representing it ag tne property of a 
wealthy family who have gone East, or to 
Europe, or anywhere farenough out of the 


purcbaser’s reach, bave made the general 
public more wary in this direction. The 
slight suppression of this branch of illegiti- 
mate trading, however, has given birth to 
another, which has become so extensive and 
successful that it isa menacetoany would- 
be purchaser ofa pease. 

The method followed by the people who 
deal in pianos tn an frregular way is to rep- 
resent themselves as private families desir- 
ous of disposing of their almost new planos 
ata sacrifice because of various domestic 
reasons. Such reasuns are given as death in 
the family, giving up housekeeping, going 
outoftownandsoon. Soplausibieare many 
of the stories told that unsophisticated péo- 
ple are frequently induced by glib-tongued 
tricksters into buying an inferior piano and 
paying 50 per cent more forit than if bought 
in the regular way. 

The most convincing reason why this sort 
of trading should be stopped ts that it inter- 
feres with ligitimate trade and permits a 
class of people to make a very comfortable 
living by deception and fraud, while it con- 
Stantly makes dupes of unsuspicious people. 

An investigation was made recently into 
this matter by a SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter, who visited several dozen of these go 
represented private families with planos to 
dispose of. Out ofthe lot not one was found 
to be as represented. Instead of the pianos 
having been in use several months and of 
standard makes, they were all stenciled 
pianos of the cheapest grade and perfectly 
new. 

The first place visited, No. 127 East One 
Hundred and Seventeenth street, was found 
to be a thoroughly private-looking residence. 
A trim servant girl opened the doorand 
ushered the reporter !ntoa parlor all in gilt 
and very new. A rather attractive woman 
with huge diamonds in her ears, and in- 
clined towards ‘‘embonpoint,’’ came down- 
stairs in answer to the maid’s audible an- 
nouncement that ‘‘some one had come to see 
about buying the piano.’’ 

‘*'I belleve you have a piano you wish to 
sell?’’ the reporter began. 

‘*I have,’’ answered the woman leading 
the way toa square hall between the parlor 
and the dining-room, where, against the 
wall stood a walnut plano. 

‘‘How much do you want for it?’’ was 
asked. 

‘*?wo bundred dollars. It cost $850 four 
monthsago,’’ answered the woman, glibly, 
as she lifted the li@, Gisciosing the name 
Schuman & Son, New York. 

‘‘I never heard of the Schuman piano,’’ 
remarked the reporter. 

**Oh, it ts an old, standard make of piano. 
I should never part withit at such a figure, 
only my sister is coming to live with me 
and is bringing her piano,’’ said the woman. 

‘*How long have you thought of disposing 
of it?’’ the reporter asked, thinking of the 
advertisements giving this address alli the 
way back to last August. . 

‘*Only forthe last two weeks,’’ said the 
lady, innocently, and had it not been for the 
advertisements the reporter would certainly 
have belleved her. 

Toadad to the naturalness of the scene a 
little girl named ‘‘Birdie’’ was called to play 
upon the plano, There was sufficient hon- 
esty about the woman’s appearance and 
manner to deceive almost any one. After 
asking her where she bought the piano, and 
being informed that it was on Forty-third 
street, between Ninth and Tenth avenues, 
the reporter left, after learning that her 
name was Mrs. Charlies Davis, A visit to 
the vicinity of Forty-third street and Tenth 
avenue found no Scnuman & 8o0n Piano Co,, 
but a manufacturer of stencilled pianos, who 
would put Schuman & Son on the itd of his 
piano for $115. 

A little investigation discovered the fact 
that the husband of Mrs. Davis could be 
found at No. 744 Lexington avenue, where, 
ona larger scale, he carries on a Dusiness 
similar to that conducted by his wife on One 
Hundred and Seventeenth street. 

Other places where the same game was 
worked were found. 

The principal manufacturers of this class 
of pianos are the so-called Wagner & Oo, 
They cater principally to the house-furnish- 
ingtrade. The reporter visited their factory, 
on One Hundred and Thirty-seeond street, 
and found he could buy a Mogart piano or a 
Meyer piano or a Wagner piano for $100, A 
visit toa number of other manufacturers of 
stencilled pianos found all their instraments 
to be about the same grade, ranging in price 
from $90 to $115. Any name which the re- 
porter desired would be put upon the piano 
so long as it did not infringe upon a standar

Now, in 
answer tothis, first of all, there are many 
countries, like India ahd Japan. where the 
custom of cremation does prevall, and no in- 
crease in murders effected by poison is au- 
thentically alleged. In the next place, the 
risk, if it exists, ought not to have so much 
weight as to check and suspend the enurmous 
sanitar reformation which would be 
about by the wweneral adop- 
incineration. Thirdly—and thfs 
the strongest reply—a due recog 
nition of the danger indicated wouid 
lead to what we very much want, a more 
strict and careful system of certifying the 
causes of death. Inevery case, tothe great 
advantage of justice, medical men would bs 
more heedful as to giving a true ceftifcate; 
while in ney suspicious instance the fact 
that cremation would do away with future 
evidence would lead to the necessary autopsy 
and investigations then and there. So far 
from multiplying cases of undetected poison- 
ing, the example of Sir Samuel Baker gener- 
ally adopted, would probably conduce to 
aes ae oe certificates, anda much 
guarantee against

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The California Fruit Union, the largest ann 
most experienced shipping organization 1 
the State, has been figuring over the result 
of the past season’s business, and find <he 
profits on the volume of business much 
smaller than the previous years. This is due 
toa variety of causes, the leading one the 
much larger offerings of such products, es- 
pecially oranges. While the gross sales ag- 
gregate $2,046,404, we findthe net proceeds 
are only $918,606.

**and whereas,!I desire to testify my sincere 
regard for Sarah Morrow and Rebecca Mor- 
row, now residing at 80 East Thirty- ninth 
street in the city of New York, the friends of 
my early years, at whose father’s house I 
enjoyed in my youth the hospitality and wel- 
come which I cannot forget orrepay, itis 
therefore my will and I do direct that my ex- 
ecutors shall set apart from my estate a sum 
sufficient to produce an anauity of $12,000 in 
quarter yearly installments. Such sum of 
money soset apart I giveto my executors 
in trustto hold, manage and invest during 
the lives of said Sarah and RebDecca Mor- 
row, and until both shall die, and from 


the income and proceeds thereof to pay over 
to said Sarah and Rebecca »iorrow such an- 
nuity of $12,000, in equal shares, during their 
joint lives, and on the death of either, 
then to pay the whole of such annuity to the 
survivor during her life. Sach payments to 
be made in quarterly instaliments, in aa. 
Vance, and commenciog onthe day my said 
will shall be admitted to probate. Further, 
Ido give to said sarahand Rebecca Morrow 
and tothe survivor of them the use during 
life of the said bouse and premises now oc- 
cupied by them, 30 East Thirty-ninth street, 
in the city of New York, together with the 
furniture, etc., contained, free from all tax 
assessmenis, etc.’’ 

Sarah, the elder of the women, was born 
in 1802, the year in which Stewart was born, 
Their families were neighbors,and the young 
folks were always togetager. in fact before 
Stewart decidedto try his fortune im this 
country, he had Wecome betrothed to 
‘*abpoy,’’ a cousin of Sarah and Rebecca. He 
did not marry her, however. They came to 
this country some years after, and when Mr. 
Stewart was at the height of his success asa 
merchant they found employment in his es- 
tablishment. They were held more in the 
light of iriends by nim than as employes. So 
when Mr. stewart learned in 1868 that 
Wm. E. Dodge wanted to sell 
the house in which some of his 
children had been born he purchased it for 
$45,000. Heimmediately leased it to the sis- 
4ers for Nfe at the enormous rental of $1 a 
year, he binding himeeif to attend to all re- 
pairs, pay the taxes, and, in fact, assuming 
all the financial responsibility of the house- 
hold. Although they were both past the 
sixty-mile post on the journey or life, the 
sisters went to the big dry goods store every 
day.

Her 
election was a surprise to everybody and was 
extremely gratifying to the leading: female 
suffragisis of the State, especially so because 
of its apparent significance in connection 
with the vote onthe proposition of woman 
suffrage in Kansas next fall. She has received 
congratulations from all the eminent female 
sulfragists of the nation. 

Pleasanton’s Wity Councilis composed of 
five male members, and the evening after 
Mrs, Austin’s election she presided over 
them with dignity. She dischafged the old

A Committee of Boston Fxperts Decid- 
ing on the Character of a New Book. 


Boston, Mass.; Feb. 3.—A committee of 
expertsids tryingto decide whether ‘‘ Violet, 
an American Sappho,’’ isa proper boox to 
be circulated. The committee has been con- 
sidering the book for severaldays. Almost 
the entire edition of 2,000 books-is locked up 
at police headquarters waiting their de- 
cision, and the book binder from whom they 
were seized is waiting tolearn whether he Is 
gality of selling an objectionable book toan 
agent of the Watch and Ward Society.

SPREAD BY DOGS. 


Startling Statistics From France Regard- 
ing Consumption. 


From the Lendon Dispatch. 
Consumption now carries off 5 per 1,000 


persons in France, or 170,000a year. In En- 
gland the mortality has fallento 2 per 1,000. 
The towns where this scourge is most intense 
are Paris, where the mortality from it is one 
out of five deaths; Dijon and Nancy, where it 
is one out of seven, and Marseilles, where it Is 


one out of six. 

At the Protestant Congress at Havre, held 
to study social questions in a practical man- 
ner, Dr. Gilbert, who is a consumptive spe- 
cialist, said that drunkards are particularly 
subject to it. There is a drunkard’s phthisis. 
Now, the habitations of inebriates are dirty 
and ili-kept, and cleanliness is a great ob- 
stacleto the spread of contagious Giseases. 
In la Cite Havraise, or mansions built for 
working-class tenants, the mortality from 
consumption is very high, notwithstanding 
the hygienic principles according to which 
the architect worked, There were five out of 
twelve deaths from consumption. This 
might be explained from the tenanis’ habit 
of spitting about. A woman’s dress that 
swept the spuma of a consumptive on the 
stairs picked up the germs, which she in- 
hailed in brushing the garment. Dr. Gilbert 
is for this reason against tenement houses or 
mansions for the oor. The shaking of 
clothes and beddin rom the windows and 
balconies was another source of contagion. 

The subject of dogs as a means of propa- 
gating oe pm a= was also gore into. A 
report of Prof. Cadiot of the veterinary 
school of Alfort, shows that they must often 
pea vehicie for es it. He had long 
treated dogs suffering from tuberculosis for 
cancer, but latterly the microscope showed 
him what the disease was. Between the lith 
of last Marchand the 7th of April eight dogs 
died at Alfort of tuberculosis. From Oct. 1, 
1891, to Aug. i, 18938, he made forty post- 
mortems out of 9,000, and found in all the 
forty cases tuberculosis the cause of death. 
The disease is very catching froma dog. It 
originates inthe intestinal mucas, because 
“~y eat bones picked by tubercular patients 
and lick up what they leave on plates. They 
<~ keep about them, if attached to them, 
and inthis way some get affected through 
the lungs. Ifthe dogis often contaminated 
by the human patient he in turn spreads the 
disease to other human beings.

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NEW YANKEE LINERS. 


The First Built in This Country in a 
Ecore of Years. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATOH. 
NEw York, Feb. 2.—The St, Louis, the first 
ofthe magnificent steamers building for the 
International Navigation Co., the Amer- 
can line, by “William Cramp & Sons 
of Philadelphia, will be notonty one of the 
findSt of the Atlantic greyhounds, but it will 
be the first transatlantic passenger steamer 
bullt in this country fortwenty years. The 
sister ship will be known as the St. Paul. 
These are to be the largest ships ever con- 


structed in America. They will be 534 feet 
long on the water-line, 638 feet wide and 42 
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The New Ship St. Louis. 


feet deep. The gross tonnage will be 11,000 
tons, considerably larger than the New York 
and the Paris. The steamships will have 
twin screws and two quadruple expansive 
engines, which, with steam at 200 pounds 
pressure, will develop about 20,000 collective 
indicated horse power. To support the out- 
board shaft bearings the hull is Dbullt outina 
horizontal web to a steel frame, having both 
bosses cast In one piece, and weighing about 
68,000 pounds, This is one of the largest steel 
Castings ever made in America. 

The question of safety under all conditions 
was given special attention in the designing 
ofthese ships. They are so subdivided by 
transverse bulkheads that, even in the event 
of ucollisionand injury to a bulkhead, 
whereby twocompartments might fill with 
water, the ship would still float In safety. 

The interlor arrangements in both ships 
are for 320 first-class passengers, 175 second- 
class passengers and 900 steerage passengers. 
The first-class passengers will occupy the 
center of the vessel, the second-class will be 
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between the stern and the center andthe 

emigrants will be in the ends of the vessel. 
The main saloon will be large enough to seat 
all the first-class passengers at once. _ It 
will beonthe upper deck, forward. Ten 
suits, consisting of bedroom, sitting-room 
and bath-room, are arrangedon the prom- 
enade deck. 

In their outward or shell construction the 
new steamers will be like the Majestic and 
the Teutonic, while the interior will be like 
the New York. They will have only twosmoke- 
stacks and two masts, Instead of three, as 
the Paris and the New York nave. The ships 
will be Aimerican from truck to Keelson. No 
foreign materials eater into their construc- 
tion. 

The ships have been especially arranged 
so as to be readily and quickly convertible 
into armed cruisers, carrying Ught six-inch 
rapid-firing guns. The conditions of the mall 
contract withthe International Navigation 
Co. piace the ships at the disposal of the 


navy.

B. Henderson of Iowa, Gen. Joseph Wheeler 
of Alabama, and Gen. John C. Black of Illl- 
nois. At the request of the Congressional 
committee a committee from the Shiloh Bat- 
tlefNeld Association visited the feld and 
secured options on the land at a very reason- 
able price from the land owners, providing 
the Government would buy the land fora 
national park by March 4, 1896. 

The survivors of that battle have responded

HEALING BY FAITH. 


A Grand Jury Recommends Legislation 
Against Christian Soience. 

Uvica, N. Y., Fed. 3.—The Oneida County 
Granda Jury to-day reported regarding Chris- 
tian Science treatment as follows: ‘*We be- 
lieve that the remedy foran evil of this kind 
can only be found by the enactment of legis- 
lation which will afford a better and stronger 
security to the theory and practice of medli- 
cine.’’ 

The attention of the Grand Jury had been 
called to the death of Mrs. Sophie Canfield, 


late of Boonville, this county, and thereport 
Sstutes thatthe evidence before it was insuf- 
ficient to warrant calling to criminal account 
any one connected with the case; but it be- 
lieves that the duty which it owes tothe pub- 
lic requires that some mention be made of 
the pecullar views held by that class of peo- 
ple who are attracted by the teachings of 
whet is popularly termed Christian Science. 
‘*This vody,’’ the report of the Grand Jury 
says. ‘‘respects the freedom of religious 
opinion, knowing that the law does not inter- 
fere with what rsons Delleve; it takes 
cognizance only of what persons do. But it 
cannot be aamitted that when the pecullar 
bellef of any considerable number of people 
assumes practical effect by the application 
of such belief to the affairs of life, and comes 
radically in eonfilct with public morals and 
public health, there are many existing con- 
stitutional guarantees which compel the law- 
making power to remain silent. . 
Mrs. Canfield was afmfiicted with phthisis 
ulmonalis, and undoubtedly was beyond 
uman medical aid. For several months 
prior to her death she was under treatment 
and within the observation of one of the 
people inculcating this pecyliar belief, and 
she was enjoined by the person s0 assuming 
to treat her that she must not take the

J. T. NAGLE’S PLAW FOR A TRANS- 
CONTINENTAL BOULEVARD. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 

The propowltion to construct a trans-contile 
nental boulevard to extend from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific ocean, which was made by me 
several weeks ago, for one of its objects 
the furnishing of ployment to the vast 
army of unemployed men in the United 
States. Such a dDoulévard is neither Utopian 
nor chimerical, as some critics seem to term 
it, Dutis practical, ‘and would prove of 
incalculable benefitto the country if con- 
structed, 

Whilea gigantic work of th's kind might 
not relieve the distress ofall workingmen, 
yet it would relieve a large percentage of the 
most needy of the laboring element, es- 
pecially mechanics, and would aid in stimu- 
lating other trades*and industries that ap- 
pear to be prostrated at the present time. 

The bullding of the transcontinental boule- 
vard, extending from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, appears to me to De as necessary in 
the development of the hidden wealth of the 
country and its resources, inthe settlement

A boulevard of the description I mention 
would, I believe, be the admiration of the 
civilized world an@ would afford the nations 
of Kurope an example of the progress and 
enterprise of the citizens of this great repub- 
lic, I think there can be no doubt of the 
financial success ofsech an undertaking if 
Dbulit in an ornate and substantial manner. 
Money would be freely invested in land fac- 
ing this beautiful and lengthy driveway, and 
taxds Om the property and licenses for bus!- 
ness purposes would pay for the expenditure 
of Rooping it in order, repair and police pro- 
tection. The boulevard should be restricted 
against nuisances and other harmful condm- 
tions and industries which might endanger 
the health and comfort of the residents. 

ood roads save time and money to the 
farmer or producer, and consequently make 
his profits larger. When roads are soft and 
in such a condition that they are almost im- 
passable, as is observed almost everywhere 
throughout the United States at certain sea- 
sons Of the year, the loads carried must be 
much smaller, probabiy from one-haifto a 
quarter of the weight (depending on the 
character or badness ofthe roads), and the 
transit must necessarily be much slower 
than if the roads were in good condition and 
properly constructed. This adds greatly to 
the expense of transportation, and conse- 
quently lessens the profits ofthe producer. 

Farming, on account of the expense of 
transportation, becomes less profitable, and 
on this account the vaiue of farm land Is de- 
preciated, as there is consequently less de- 


itn 


which might appal the most courageous 
engineer of modern times, were encoun. 
tered and successfully overcome. The 
length of the road, of which scattered frag- 
ments only remain, is variously estimated 
at from 1, to 2,000 miles. Its breadth 
scarcely exceeded twenty feet. 

**It was builtof heavy fags of treestone, 
and insome parts, at least, covered with 
bituminous cement, which time has made 
harder than the stone itself. In some places 
where the ravines have been filled up with 
masonry the mountain torrents, wearing on 
it for ages, have gradually eaten away 
through the base and lieft the superin- 
cum bent mass (such is the cohesion of the 
materials) stlilspanning the valley Nke an 
arcn.’’ 

The ancient Romans, “Egyptians, Greeks, 
Cartnagenians and East Ind{ans had remaak- 
ably good roads, which were constructed 
under the difficulties that existed in their 
period. 

As I do not profess to be famillar with road 
construction and the best means for buliding 
one, I leave this matter to be decided by men 
who are experienced. I simply desire to show 
that the construction of such a boulevard as 
I have sugeested is feasible, snd that the 
present time is the most opportune and de- 
sirable to begin It. 

The ey eee of constructing this transcon- 
tinental boulevard ougntto be borne by the 
States through which It may pass, as they 
will bethe most benefited by it. If these 
States are not financially able to Dbutld the 
road then the cession ofa stripof land ofa 
certain width to the United States would be 
suggested, andthe Government then could 
construct a national boulevard, as it has 
constructed a national park, with the neces 
sary restrictions against nuisances, with the 
powerand privilege of disposing of lands

The Quality of Meats. 


It is gradually dawning upon people who 
eat at hotels and in restaurants, and even 
upon those who do their own marketing, that 
the character of meat offered for domestic 
consumption Is, as a general thing, deterior- 


ating. In other words, there is a poorer and 
cheaper class of meats coming in, and first- 
quality meats, while they can be had, are 
held comparatively high. The reason is 
that there is a large export demand for 
meats, especially beef, and, strange to say, 
the greatest demand, particularly in Eng- 
land, is for the best beef, and it brings good 
prices, so that to-day Western provision 
dealers and shippers are actually competing 
successfully with the Londoh batchers in 
thelrown markets. Cheap freights and the 
hew refrigerating processes have much to do 
with it. Great quantities of ice are no 
longer required to keep meat during the trip 
from the West and across the ocean. A re- 
frigerating machine with ammonia as its 
basis is alithatis required. 


Paper Yarn for Carpets. 


Paper yarn is now being substituted for 
other cheap stock in carpets and Is said to be 
superior to ‘‘shoddy’’ and ‘‘mungo,’* both 
in cost and strength.
